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"Brownie Mary" Rathbun 


Brownie 
Mary due 
out of 
hospital

M ary Rathbun, better known as 
“Brownie Mary,” is expected to 
return home soon after spend¬ 
ing several weeks in the hospital. 
Rathbun, 69, was admitted to the 
Davies hospital facility on Castro 
Street after breaking her arm during 
a fall in her home last November. She 
sustained further injury from a sec¬ 
ond fall while in the hospital. 

Rathbun earned her nickname as a 
volunteer at San Francisco General 
Hospital (SFGH) in the early years of 
the AIDS epidemic in the mid-1980s. 
She began preparing and delivering 
marijuana-containing baked goods to 
sick people with HIV, a group she 
refers to as “my boys.” Rathbun was se¬ 
lected several times as SFGH’s Volun¬ 
teer of the Year. Although the federal 
government does not recognize its use¬ 
fulness, many people use medicinal 
cannabis to relieve nausea and to stim¬ 
ulate the appetite to combat wasting. 

Rathbun has also been active in 
the medical marijuana political 
movement. She was associated with 
Dennis Peron’s Cannabis Buyer’s 
Club (later known as the Cannabis 
Healing Center), which closed for 
good last May. She has spoken at nu¬ 
merous demonstrations and rallies. 
Along with Peron, Rathbun authored 
a cookbook of marijuana recipes. 

David Cardenas, a longtime friend 
of Rathbun, characterized her mood 
while in the hospital as “depressed” 
and “feeling forgotten.” Cardenas and 
others are currently arranging emo¬ 
tional and practical support for Rath¬ 
bun when she returns home. A meet¬ 
ing was held Wednesday, January 13 
to discuss care coordination. Several 
fundraisers to help raise money for 
Rathbun’s continued care are cur¬ 
rently being planned. T

Tom Ammlano sworn in 
as supe board president

S an Francisco Supervisor Tom Ammi- 
ano officially took over as president of 
the Board of Supervisors Friday, Janu¬ 
ary 8 at a special inaugural meeting in the 
ornate legislative chamber at City Hall. Su¬ 
pervisors Mark Leno, Amos Brown, Gavin 
Newsom, and Mabel Teng were also sworn 
in at the meeting, as was City Assessor Doris 
Ward, who was re-elected last June. 

Ammiano is the second openly gay man 
to lead the 11-member board, and took over 
the duties from Supervisor Barbara Kauf¬ 
man, who will remain on the board and 
complete her term. Fittingly, Ammiano and 
the others were administered the oath of of¬ 
fice by openly lesbian San Francisco Superi¬ 
or Court Judge Donna Hitchens. 

After taking the oath of office, Ammiano 
was escorted to the rostrum by his two clos¬ 
est allies on the board, Supervisors Sue Bier- 
man and Leland Yee, and Kaufman present¬ 
ed the new president with a small feather 
.scepter and gold tiara, as the audience broke 
out in laughter. 

“We’re not in Kansas anymore,” quipped 
Ammiano as he waved the wand. Ammiano, 
in turn, presented Kaufman with a gavel 
plaque as thanks for leading the board for 
the past two years. 

Democracy is participation

occasion. “Democracy does best when peo¬ 
ple participate,” the mayor said. “Within the

Episcopalians to celebrate Bay 
Area gay ministry anniversary

S an Francisco’s Grace Cathedral will 
host a special service honoring the 
third anniversary of Oasis/California, 
the official gay and lesbian ministry of the 
Episcopal Diocese of California, this Satur¬ 
day, January 16 at 3:30 p.m. 

The event at Grace Cathedral, located at 
1100 California Street at Taylor, will focus on 
the spiritual journeys of local gay and lesbian 
Episcopalians. Speakers reflecting a range of 
ages and experiences will share how they 
have been personally affected by homopho¬ 
bia, and by events such as the murder of 
Matthew Shepard. 

The Bishop of California, the Right Rev¬ 
erend William E. Swing, will address the 
gathering, speaking about the progress that 
the church has made, identifying the chal¬ 
lenges ahead, and reaffirming the diocese’s 
commitment to full inclusion for lesbians 
and gay men. 

Previous speakers at the annual event in¬ 
clude Bishop Catherine Roskam and the 
Reverend Peter Gomes. A reception will fol¬ 
low the service. 

The Diocese of California was the first 


Episcopal diocese in America to have a ded¬ 
icated gay and lesbian ministry. The diocese 
has 87 churches in the Bay Area, with more 
than 40,000 members. 

The diocese’s present lesbian and gay 
ministry is Oasis/California. The Oasis net¬ 
work was founded nationally in 1989, to cre¬ 
ate a network of “Oasis Congregations,” local 
churches that actively welcome lesbian and 
gay people. 

This outreach is especially important in 
light of the actions of the Lambeth Confer¬ 
ence for Bishops held in Canterbury, Eng¬ 
land last August, which adopted a statement 
that “homosexual practice is incompatible 
with Scripture.” 

While the Lambeth resolution is not 
binding on the Episcopal Church in the USA 
(ECUSA), it will affect the debate at the 
ECUSA General Convention in 2000, which 
will consider issues such as same-sex unions 
and the ordination of openly gay and lesbian 
clergy. 

Swing addressed the annual convention of 
the Diocese of California in October 1998 
and proposed a task force to reflect on the 
Lambeth statement. This task force is expect¬ 
ed to draft a statement, which may be pre¬ 
sented at the ECUSA General Convention. ▼

P resident Bill Clinton quietly 
resubmitted his controver¬ 
sial nomination of gay San 
Francisco philanthropist James 
Hormel as ambassador, to Lux¬ 
embourg last week. 

Hormel was first nominated 
for the post in October 1997, but 
Congress prevented the nomina¬ 
tion from coming to a vote even 
after his appointment sailed 
through the Senate Foreign Rela¬ 
tions Committee. Senate Majori¬ 
ty Leader Trent Lott (R-Mississip- 
pi) refused to submit Hormel’s 
nomination to the full Senate. 

Critics, primarily from the re¬ 
ligious right, attacked Hormel, a 
staunch supporter of AIDS caus¬ 
es and gay civil rights, over his 
sponsorship of the Gay and Les¬ 


bian Center that bears his name 
at the New Main Library in San 
Francisco. The Traditional Values 
Coalition led the charge against 
Hormel, calling some of the ma¬ 
terials at the library obscene. 

Hormel enjoyed the support 
of many senators, including pow¬ 
erful Republicans and California 
Democrats Dianne Feinstein and 
Barbara Boxer. 

With Clinton’s latest action, 
Hormel will begin the nomina¬ 
tion process again by appearing 
before the Senate Foreign Rela¬ 
tions Committee. 

White House spokesman 
Barry Toiv said on Monday, Janu¬ 
ary 11 that they “anticipate hav¬ 
ing comparable support this year, 
and we believe it’s only a matter 
of time before this nomination 
gets to the floor and it’s ap¬ 
proved.” ▼

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Mayor unveils new HIV work

of Public Health (DPH) on Tues¬ 
day, January 12 unveiled Positive 
Step, a new program to help San 
Franciscans living with HIV/AIDS 
to enter or re-enter the work 
force. The HIV/AIDS Employ¬ 
ment Development Unit, which 
houses Positive Step, is run out of 
DPH and is managed by longtime 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
board member Eric Ciasullo. 

At Tuesday’s news conference, 
Bill Barnes, the mayor’s 
HIV/AIDS policy advisor, showed 
a snappy new public service an¬ 
nouncement (PSA) and bus shel¬ 
ter ad created by the internation¬ 
ally known advertising agency 
Saatchi & Saatchi and funded 
with private resources. Positive 
Step was developed based on rec¬ 
ommendations made at last Janu¬ 
ary’s Summit on HIV/AIDS that 
Brown convened. 

“Persons with AIDS and HIV 
have unique needs related to em¬ 
ployment,” the mayor said in a 
prepared statement. “We are work¬ 
ing with HIV-positive San Fran¬ 
ciscans, nonprofit agencies, and 
employers to meet these needs.” 

The program will provide as¬ 
sessment and counseling to resi¬ 
dents looking to go to work, help 
employers create workplace poli¬ 
cies that are sensitive to their con¬ 
cerns, and ensure that complaints 
of discrimination are fairly and 
quickly resolved, the mayor added. 

$160K in the first round 

DPH Deputy Director Norm 
Nickens told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that $160,000 in grants 
have recently been distributed to 
community agencies, including 
Catholic Charities and AIDS Ben¬ 
efits Counselors Positive Resource 
Center, to provide information 
and referral to people living with 
HIV who want to work. 

Nickens said a needs assess¬ 
ment will be undertaken soon so 
that funds from a second request 
for proposal (RFP) can be used for 
new services. “The next RFP will be 
for new services as identified by the 
needs assessment,” said Nickens. 

Leno, a small business owner, 
hailed the new program and ad¬ 
vertising campaign. “Positive Step 
is a timely and needed step,” he

told the B.A.R. “The good news is 
that so many HIV-positive people 
are able to $eturn to work. The 
challenging news is all of the ques¬ 
tions and issues that this presents.” 

Leno said an important com¬ 
ponent of Positive Step is the edu¬ 
cation work that will be done with 
employers. 

Ciasullo echoed Leno’s com¬ 
ments. “This is a really exciting 
time in the epidemic,” he said, 
adding that the program will help 
many HIV-positive people regain 
a sense of independence. “We’re 
committed to helping people ac¬ 
cess existing services and deter¬ 
mining gaps.” 

A brochure that will soon be 
available at AIDS service organi¬ 
zations throughout the city con¬ 
tains some of the most frequently 
asked questions of HIV-positive 
people inquiring about entering 
or re-entering the work force, and 
a listing of community and gov¬ 
ernment agencies that can help. 

“We want to make sure people 
know services are out there,” Cia¬ 
sullo said, asking local television 
station representatives to run the 
short PSA. 

Saatchi & Saatchi had several 
representatives on hand, all of 
whom were thanked by Leno and 
Barnes. “This has been a coordi¬ 
nated effort,” said Leno. 

“This program, and the array of 
services provided by our city, mark 
the most extensive government ef¬ 
fort to date to meet this emerging 
need,” the mayor stated. T

H ieutenant Kitt Krenshaw of 
the state of California’s Nar- 
cotics Division released a 
statement to the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter Tuesday, January 12 declar¬ 
ing Blue Nitro and all analogue- 
type substances containing 
Gamma Butyl Lactone (GBL) ille¬ 
gal. GBL is a chemical combina¬ 
tion that the body metabolizes 
into Gamma Hydroxy Butyrate 
(GHB), a popular party drug the 
narcotics division declared illegal 
one year ago. Blue Nitro and GBL 
are now in the same criminal class 
as GHB. 

Blue Nitro was first introduced 
to sex and head shops in San 
Francisco’s gay neighborhoods 
December 8. Within a few hours a 
man who drank the liquid in a 
Castro shop exposed himself, 
vomited down his shirt, fell un¬ 
conscious, and wound up at San 
Francisco General Hospital 
(SFGH) in a comatose state. That 
incident, reported in the Decem¬ 


ber 17 Bay Area Reporter , led in¬ 
vestigators and drug enforcement 
officials to conduct tests to deter¬ 
mine the dangers of Blue Nitro 
and GBL. 

When lab tests provided posi¬ 
tive results that GBL does metab¬ 
olize into GHB, and produces the 
same effects and potential haz¬ 
ards, the San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment (SFPD) office of public 
affairs scheduled a press confer¬ 
ence for Wednesday, January 13 
with the Department of Public 
Health (DPH) and the poison 
control center at SFGH. The orga¬ 
nizations said the conference was 
not designed to scare the public 
but to promote safety and height¬ 
en a sense of caution concerning 
GHB, GBL, and their analogues. 

“We are anxious to get the 
news out about the harm this 
chemical can cause, especially 
when it is combined with alco¬ 
hol,” stated A1 Abramowitz, epi¬ 
demiologist at DPH. “A little too 
much Blue Nitro mixed with sev¬ 
eral cocktails can be very scary, 
even deadly.” 


'John Doe' identified 
and in the care of 
St. Mary's chaplain

he young man who was vic¬ 
tim to a possible anti-gay at- 
m tack and known by the 
generic ‘John Doe’ since the De¬ 
cember 4 incident has identified 
himself, according to a chaplain at 
St. Mary’s Hospital. Doctors and 
youth workers at the Department 
of Human Services have puzzled 
over whether Doe’s condition 
caused his monthlong state of 
amnesia. 

“For now he wants to avoid 
using his real name and asks to be 
called ‘Joshua,’” Chaplain Mike 
Greenwell told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “He’s not sure who to trust 
at this point and doesn’t want to 
fully reveal his identity until he 
decides what he’s going to do.” 

Joshua was found by St. Mary’s 
security officers in the early 
morning hours on December 4, 
stumbling down Stanyan street 
with cuts and swelling to his face. 
Upon admission to St. Mary’s 
emergency room, doctors exam¬ 
ined him and discovered anti-gay 
epithets written across Joshua’s 
chest and stomach. “You should 
all die,” and “You don’t deserve to 
live fucking queers,” were the 
words scrawled in black marker, 
leading investigators to the con¬ 
clusion that the incident was a 
hate crime. 

During the last days of De¬ 
cember, Joshua left St. Mary’s 
Hospital and was placed in a fos¬ 
ter home through the assistance 
of child protective services. A few 
days later it was learned that he is 
not a juvenile, and therefore was 
released from the foster home and 
back into the care of St. Mary’s. 
Greenwell is acting as liaison to 
Joshua in order to assist him in 
negotiating his future. 

“He’s not a juvenile. He’s a lit¬ 
tle older than 18. Joshua’s true 
identity came to him in a dream a 
few nights ago and it helped us to 
find out where he’s from and how

In the six weeks that Blue 
Nitro has been in California, hos¬ 
pital emergency rooms have re¬ 
ported 15 overdoses involving the 
liquid. 

“People will use substances 
whether they are harmful or not,” 
concluded Abramowitz. “The im¬ 
portant thing is that the commu¬ 
nity is aware. We’ve got enough 
working against us and if we can 
enlighten our community, we’ve 
all done our job.” T 


to get in touch with his family,” 
Greenwell explained. 

“We’ve known he’s Latino, so 
when he told us that his name 
came to him in a dream we began 
to search the phone books. He 
said he knew he was from some¬ 
where else, so we got out the map 
to search for clues as to where he 
came from. He pointed to Mexi¬ 
co. Then he searched for a town 
that looked familiar. When he 
pointed to a town that he believes 
he had come from, we called the 
operator in that Mexican town 
and asked for a list of all those last 
names in the area. The first name 
we called on the list was his fami¬ 
ly. His mother answered the 
phone and identified her son.” 

Joshua is in San Francisco on a 
tourist visa. Greenwell said Joshua 
wants to stay in San Francisco and 
is interested in the assistance 
available through Community 
United Against Violence (CUAV), 
an agency dedicated to the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual and transgen¬ 
der (LGBT) communities. 

CUAV’s Jennifer Rakowski has 
been following Joshua’s case and 
discussed the types of assistance 
the agency would be able to offer 
him. “We are here first of all to 
provide emotional support,” 
Rakowski told the B.A.R. “We will 
offer him any legal assistance that 
he may need. We can offer assis¬ 
tance in finding suitable housing, 
and we can even provide immi¬ 
gration assistance.” 

“He’s a remarkable young 
man,” Greenwell stated. “He wants 
to stay in San Francisco and we’re 
concerned about working with an 
agency and with individuals that 
will protect him and not exploit 
him in such a vulnerable situa¬ 
tion. We’re especially interested in 
the gay and lesbian organizations 
because it seems like they are the 
ones who will be most committed 
to helping him out in the right 
way,” Greenwell concluded. “He’s 
very cautious right now, so we’re 
taking it one step at a time.” T

he possibility of getting a 
grant to fix up Harvey Milk 
U Plaza and a discussion 
about suggested guidelines for 
commercial development in the 
Castro are on the agenda for 
tonight’s (Thursday, January 14) 
meeting of Castro Planning and 
Action (CAPA). The meeting 
takes place at the Eureka Valley 
Recreation Center, 19th and 
Collingwood streets, at 7 p.m. 

Board member Phil Seigel said 
that CAPA recently became asso¬ 
ciated with the San Francisco 
Foundation, so now the group 
can apply for grants. “Were trying 
to make the Castro even more 
beautiful,” Seigel told the Bay Area 
Reporter. In terms of the commer¬ 
cial development guidelines, 
Seigel said they refer to chain 
stores and the board has come up 
with the guidelines that they want 


to review with the membership. 
CAPA is a nonprofit organization 
of people who live, work, and play 
in the Castro. 

In other news, CAPA has an¬ 
nounced its five-part lecture series 
that kicks off Thursday, January 
21. The popular series is held an¬ 
nually and the talks this year will 
focus on San Francisco roots -

both natural and unnatural. The 
series is geared at getting residents 
more aware of the architecture 
and plant life in the city. 

Thursday’s forum is entitled 
“Megafollies.” Gray Brechin, 


known as the citizen’s historian, 
will show several samples of dis¬ 
astrous engineering projects that 
inspired neighborhood activism. 
According to CAPA members, 
Brechin is both openly gay and hi¬ 
lariously entertaining. 

“Our 1997-98 lecture series 
had standing room only crowds,” 
said Joe Curtin, CAPA president. 


“San Franciscans have a true in¬ 
terest in becoming aware of the 
history and future of the city. We 
know that the 1999 series will 
make history buffs, architecture 
fans, and all other residents look 
deeper into the neighborhoods 
that make up the city.” 

In addition to Thursday’s lec¬ 
ture, other topics in the series will 
include: 

• Creativity and gardening on 
Thursday, February 4: Frances 
Butler, designer of eccentric gar¬ 
dens throughout the city, will dis¬ 
cuss gardening as a path to creative 
thought and how certain activities 
open the brain to life’s pleasures. 

• New San Francisco architec¬ 
ture on Thursday, February 18: 
Architect Jeremy Kotas will give a 
survey of new buildings in con¬ 
textual difference with older ones 
and ask the question, “Can the 
styles of past and present coexist?” 

• Native plants on Thursday, 
March 4: Warren Roberts, arbore¬ 
tum superintendent at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, Davis, will 
discuss native San Francisco vege¬ 
tation before the world rushed in. 

• Unconventional architecture 
on Thursday, March 18: Local 
artist Bob Burnside, will show his 
slide collection of examples of the 
best and weirdest San Francisco 
architecture. 

All the lectures take place at 
Harvey Milk School, 19th and 
Collingwood streets, beginning at 
7:30 p.m. Admission is $3 per per¬ 
son, per event.

Devil Bunny in Bondage, as well 
as participation by Ultra Down 
Productions. 

The video and performance 
instruction, dubbed “Cosmic 
Raza,” is “a collaborative of queers 
of color of all ages and levels,” ac¬ 
cording to Gigi Otalvaro, director 
at Proyecto. “We will concentrate 
on interdisciplinary performance 
including elements of movement, 
dance, theater, video and writing.” 
The class meets every Wednesday 
for 10 weeks. 

The creative writing workshop,

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TWA’s treatment of 
SF PWA may spur 
national policy change

|p| an Francisco’s Michael 
Thomas is a man with 
v '$ AIDS who was charged $75 
by Trans World Airlines (TWA) 
for oxygen tanks per each leg of a 
round trip to St. Louis last No¬ 
vember. Thomas has his own 
oxygen tanks, necessary to com¬ 
bat respiratory problems. But 
Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA) guidelines require airline- 
owned oxygen tanks be fur¬ 
nished to passengers who require 
it. Yet it is the airlines - not the 
FAA guidelines - that put a price 
tag on the right to breathe. 

Anger over the fee for the 
oxygen has spurred Thomas and 
his social worker, Janis Takamo- 
to, to challenge TWA. Their con¬ 
cerns have caught the attention 
of the Disability Rights Educa¬ 
tion and Defense Fund 
(DREDF) and the office of the 
Secretary of Transportation 
(OST) in Washington, D.C. 

The chain that links Thomas 
and Takamoto to both DREDF 
and the OST has been the AIDS 
Legal Referral Panel (ALRP). 
That group pointed DREDF’s 
Marylyn Golden toward the 
OST, a connection that ultimate¬ 


ly led Bob Ashby, an attorney at 
the OST, to make a statement 
and to inspire further discus¬ 
sions among the links in the 
chain. 

“We have intended for some 
time to hold an advisory com¬ 
mittee to address this issue,” 
Ashby told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“The problem is we are a small 
staff, overworked. We have had 
too many issues to deal with.” 

Ashby remarked that FAA 
regulations make sense. “Airlines 
have always had a ‘no hazardous 
materials’ policy in place, and 
since the Valujet crash there has 
been a lot of caution. Individual- 
owned oxygen tanks would be 
too much for the airlines to 
monitor. Whether airlines charge 
for that is the real area of con¬ 
cern. When we get around to 
holding the advisory committee, 
we will address that question.” 

TWA spokesman Rick Sim¬ 
mons told the B.A.R. that 
“charging for oxygen is our priv¬ 
ilege. We reserve the right to in¬ 
dicate who should purchase oxy¬ 
gen through our airlines.” 

“The TWA spokesman made 
it sound like they pick and 
choose who they want to fly their 
airlines,” Golden said. “They 
sound like we are privileged to 


fly their airlines. I think they for¬ 
get that we, the people, choose 
which airline we are going to fly. 
We are the customers, not them.” 

“What’s really of concern,” 
added Ashby, “is that if Thomas 
had purchased a ticket on South¬ 
west or America West Airlines, 
he would be totally out of luck. 
He wouldn’t be able to fly at all, 
because those airlines don’t even 
have oxygen tanks to supply to 
their customers. He wouldn’t be 
able to bring his own, either, be¬ 
cause of the FAA guidelines.” 

“I think that’s amazing,” 
Takamoto stated. “You shouldn’t 
have to shop for a ticket and oxy¬ 
gen, too, every time you need to 
fly. Michael will be very happy 
that this discussion is happen¬ 
ing.” 

Due to fragile health, Thomas 
has been in and out of the hos¬ 
pital for more than a year, which 
makes it difficult for him to han¬ 
dle the issue with TWA on his 
own. Takamoto has managed 
Thomas’s concerns as if they 
were her own, instrumental in 
communicating on his behalf. 

“TWA knows how we feel 
about the oxygen issue,” 
Takamoto concluded. “It will be 
interesting to see what the FAA 
chooses as its next step.” V

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The point of needle exchange

§1 m ore than a million people in the 
United States inject drugs frequent- 
1 H1 ly, at a cost to society in healthcare, 
lost productivity, accidents, and crime of 
more than $50 billion a year. People who in¬ 
ject drugs imperil their own health. If they 
contract HIV or hepatitis, their needle¬ 
sharing partners, sexual partners, and off¬ 
spring may become infected. 

It is estimated that half of all new HIV 
infections in the U.S. are occurring among 
injection drug users (IDUs). Over half of all 
AIDS cases among women and children are 
due to injection drug use. 

Injection drug use is also the most com¬ 
mon risk factor in persons with hepatitis C 
infection. Up to 90 percent of IDUs are es¬ 
timated to be infected with hepatitis C, 
which is easily transmitted and can cause 
chronic liver disease. Hepatitis B is also 
transmitted via injection drug use. 

Needle exchange programs (NEPs) dis¬ 
tribute clean needles and safely dispose of 
used ones for IDUs, and also generally offer 
a variety of related services, including refer¬ 
rals to drug treatment and HIV counseling 
and testing. 

It is possible to significantly limit HIV 
transmission among IDUs. One study 
looked at five cities with IDU populations 
where HIV prevalence had remained low. 
Glasgow, Scotland; Lund, Sweden; New 
South Wales, Australia; Tacoma, Washing¬ 
ton; and Toronto, Ontario, all had the fol¬ 
lowing prevention components: beginning 
prevention activities when levels of HIV in¬ 
fection were still low; providing sterile in¬ 
jection equipment including through NEPs; 
and conducting community outreach to 
IDUs. 

A study of 81 cities around the world 
compared HIV infection rates among IDUs 
in cities that had NEPs with cities that did 


not have NEPs. In the 52 cities without 
NEPs, HIV infection rates increased by 5.9 
percent per year on average. In the 29 cities 
with NEPs, HIV infection rates decreased by 
5.8 percent per year. The study concluded 
that NEPs appear to lead to lower levels of 
HIV infection among IDUs. 

In San Francisco, the effects of a NEP 
were studied over a five-year period. The 
NEP did not encourage drug use either by 
increasing drug use among current IDUs, or 
by recruiting significant numbers of new or 
young IDUs. On the contrary, from De¬ 
cember 1986 through June 1992, in¬ 
jection frequency among IDUs in 
the community decreased from 1.9 
injections per day to 0.7, and the 
percentage of new initiates into in¬ 
jection drug use decreased from 3 
percent to 1 percent. 

Hundreds of other 
studies of NEPs have 
been conducted, and all 
have been summarized in 
a series of eight federally 
funded reports dating back to 1991. Each of 
the eight reports has concluded that NEPs 
can reduce the number of new HIV infec¬ 
tions and do not appear to lead to increased 
drug use among IDUs or in the general 
community. These were the two criteria 
that, by law, had to be met before the feder¬ 
al ban on NEP service funding could be lift¬ 
ed. This is a degree of unanimity on the in¬ 
terpretation of research findings unusual in 
science. Five of the studies recommended 
that the federal ban be lifted and two made 
no recommendations. 

In the eighth report, the Department of 
Health and Human Services decided that 
the two criteria had been met, but failed to 
lift the ban. The federal government has 
since removed the criteria and made the 
ban on NEP service funding permanent. 

What next? 

The median annual budget for running 


a program was $169,000 in 1992. Mathe¬ 
matical models based on those data predict 
that needle exchanges could prevent HIV 
infections among clients, their sex partners, 
and offspring at a cost of about $9,400 per 
infection averted. This is far below the 
$195,188 lifetime cost of treating an HIV- 
infected person at present. A national pro¬ 
gram of NEPs would have saved up to 
10,000 lives and hundreds of millions of 
dollars by 1995. 

Efforts to increase the availability of ster¬ 
ile needles must be a part of a broader strat¬ 
egy to prevent HIV among IDUs, including 
expanded access to drug treatment and 
drug-use prevention efforts. Al- 
though the federal government 
has acknowledged that NEPs re- 
duce rates of HIV infection and 
do not increase drug use rates, 
it still refuses to provide 
funding for NEPs. There¬ 
fore, advocacy activity at 
the state and local com¬ 
munity level is critical. 
However, the federal government should 
play a more active role in advocating for 
NEPs publicly, even if it doesn’t fund them. 

States with prescription laws should re¬ 
peal them; those with paraphernalia laws 
should revise them insofar as they restrict 
access to needles and syringes. Local gov¬ 
ernments, community planning groups, 
and public health officials should work with 
community groups to develop comprehen¬ 
sive approaches to HIV prevention among 
IDUs and their sexual partners, including 
NEPs and programs to increase access to 
sterile syringes through pharmacies. ▼

However, I would like to offer a different per¬ 
spective of treatment from people at that store. 

My partner and I have lived in the Castro for 21 
years and Cala is our supermarket of choice. I do 
most of the shopping for our household and know 
most of the staff, all of whom are courteous and 
friendly, by name. I have had superb ser¬ 
vice from Cala’s for over two decades. 

A few examples: While I was recover¬ 
ing from a recent sensory stroke, the 
manager of Cala’s, Harvey Woodmansee, 
offered to personally deliver groceries to 
my home. On several other occasions, 
he has loaded heavy items, like boxes of 
firewood, into the trunk of my car. Re¬ 
cently, my partner’s 86-year-old moth¬ 
er and I walked to the store. As we were leaving, she 
felt faint. Harvey brought her a chair then called a cab 
to take us home, saving me the need to go back for 
my car. On the few times I’ve returned goods, they’ve 
been exchanged or refunded with no questions asked 
and an apology. They have accommodated me on 
special orders more often than I can recall. In short, 
they have treated me not only like a valued customer, 
but with the respect one shows friends and neighbors. 
The Castro would be a much poorer neighborhood 
without Cala. 

It is my understanding that Cala’s management 
has apologized to Ms. Pettibone and taken steps to 
rectify the treatment she said she received. Cala’s be¬ 
lieves in and provides excellent customer service. The 
event described by Ms. Pettibone was unfortunate, 
but far from typical. I urge her to give them another 
chance. She won’t regret it.

Critique the critic 

Stephanie von Buchau’s article “Straight to video” 
(December 24,1998) exhibited unfortunate careless¬ 
ness when it placed Andre Previn’s opera A Streetcar 
Named Desire in the same musical strata as Conrad 
Susa’s opera, The Dangerous Liaisons. The intricate 
musical craftsmanship, masterful vocal writing, artis¬ 
tic voice and adeptness with the operatic genre placed 
Susa’s Liaisons so far above the initial opera attempt of 
Mr. Previn that this article raised serious question as 
to the auditory abilities of Ms. von Buchau. 

Since critics only exist by living off of the artistic 
ventures of the creative, it should be their duty to not 
only have a thorough knowledge of their field but to 
also be very wary of careless remarks and rude de¬ 
scriptions which only serve to expose a thinly veiled, 
less than objective opinion and nonconstructive atti¬ 
tude proffered so the general public as the superior 
insight of “one who knows.” 

Whether or not Ms. von Buchau dislikes the music 
or feels that these operas are undeserving of staging is 
another matter. But the fact that she was unable to 
distinguish such an obvious disparity in operatic 
stature between the two does the art form a disservice 
and was negligent to put into print.

/ on’t look now, but the coun¬ 
try elects a new president 

i next year, and hopeful 
White House tenants in both 
major parties are off and running. 
The contest for the Democratic 
nomination, once promising to be 
a free-for-all of challengers 
against front-runner Al Gore, has 
apparently shrunk somewhat: one 
potential candidate, Nebraska 
Senator Bob Kerrey (who ran 
briefly in 1992), opted for anoth¬ 
er term in the Senate, thereby tak¬ 
ing himself out of the already- 
shrinking Democratic race, and 
House Minority Leader Richard 
Gephardt (D-Missouri), once 
thought to be a sure candidate, 
now has reportedly decided on 
weighing an all-out push to re¬ 
capture the House majority for 
Democrats in 2000 - a develop¬ 
ment that would automatically 
make him speaker. 

That is not to say that the 
vice president will have 
the field to himself next 
year: former New Jersey 
Senator Bill Bradley, 
Massachusetts Senator 
John Kerry, and 
two-time contender 
Jesse Jackson are 
all mulling 
over a run for 
president next 
year. Even so, 

Gore is far and away the one to 
beat for the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion next year - he has the neces¬ 
sary political funding, organiza¬ 
tion in the majority of states, po¬ 
litical prominence by the very fact 
of the office he now holds, and, 
despite his longtime reputation as 
lacking charisma, he has personal 
popularity among party leaders 
across the country that his would- 
be challengers cannot hope to 
match. Barring a serious mishap 
on his part, Gore has the nomina¬ 
tion all but locked up for the De¬ 
mocrats next year. 

The real fun, however, could 
be in the Republican party, where 
candidates of the far right - Gary 
Bauer, N.H. Senator Bob Smith, 
former veep Dan Quayle, pub¬ 
lishing magnate Steve Forbes, 
and one or two possible other far- 
right hopefuls - could make the 
GOP race interesting as they do 
battle with more “moderate” Re¬ 
publicans like Texas Governor 
George Bush Jr., Arizona Sena¬ 
tor John McCain, former Ten¬ 
nessee governor Lamarr Alexan¬ 
der, and very likely Elizabeth 
Dole. While the entry of 1996 
GOP nominee Bob Dole’s spouse 
would be a unique political nov¬ 
elty, a recent Whit Ayers poll sug¬ 
gests she could give GOP current 
front-runner Bush a battle for the 
nomination. However, most be¬ 
lieve Mrs. Dole, who served in 
cabinet positions in both the 
Ronald Reagan and George 
Bush administrations, is really 
positioning herself for the vice 
presidential slot on a ticket even¬ 
tually headed by either Bush or 
Forbes. 

Let the political games begin. 

Politics and people 

The Trial: “Senators In Accord 
Over Trial” screamed the nation’s 
headlines last week as the 55 Re¬ 
publicans and 45 Democrats in 
the U.S. Senate “agreed” on a bi¬ 
partisan plan to conduct the im¬ 
peachment trial of President Bill 
Clinton, scheduled to start today. 
After the GOP right wing con¬ 
trolled House of Representatives 
ran its show like a partisan 


wrestling match, all 100 members 
of the Senate (called the “world’s 
most exclusive club”) swore to re¬ 
main truly impartial. Yeah, right. 
Numerous senators were full of 
themselves over the weekend as 
they hit the television talk shows, 
proudly promising to do 
their business in a dig¬ 
nified, truly civil man¬ 
ner. Don’t bet on it. 
After a few days of 
this trial, you can bet 
the mortgage that the 
Senate, much like the 
House, will fall into the 
“black pit of 
partisanship” 
as the few, but 
powerfully 
vocal, senators controlled by the 
GOP right begin to demand wit¬ 
nesses the likes of Monica Lewin¬ 
sky, Vernon Jordan, etc. 

The Senate might look like 
‘“gentlemen and gentleladies” 
now, but look for this “bipartisan 

bull-” to evaporate quickly as 

GOP Senate Majority Leader 
Trent Lott tries to balance look¬ 
ing “impartial” with pandering to 
those conservative Republican 
members hell-bent on getting rid 
of Bill Clinton, at any political 
cost. Lott reportedly has already 
received veiled threats about his 
own political future if he truly 
gives in to any real bipartisan in¬ 
stincts. It might have looked good 
for the “dignity” of the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate these past few days but, trust 
me, this will get nasty and very 
mean-spirited unless Senator 
Tom Daschle, the Democratic 
Senate Minority Leader, can pull 
together 51 votes quickly to got 
this over with before the trial 
drags on for weeks. 

California Senator Barbara 
Boxer called the “bipartisan” 
agreement announced last Friday 
a “lovefest for the Senate as an in¬ 
stitution.” I suggest we speak with 
the good senator in, say, four 
weeks, and ask her what hap¬ 
pened to the highly-touted “love¬ 
fest.” For now, she says, “We’ll put 
a trial into motion and work to 
see if there are 51 votes to settle 
this through a censure. As soon as 
that magic number is reached, 
you’ll see a motion to adjourn.” 

Senator Dianne Feinstein, 
Boxer’s senior colleague from Cal¬ 
ifornia, believes the Senate could 
decide to proceed with a censure 
motion “at some crucial point” of 
the trial, but says the president 
should not resign. 

Speaking of Feinstein, she an¬ 
nounced last month that she 
would seek re-election next year, 
and only three names have even 
been mentioned among possible 
Republican opponents: Orange 
County Congressman Chris Cox, 
California Secretary of State Bill 
Jones, and state Insurance Com¬ 
missioner Chuck Quackenbush. 
All three are conservatives, and 


sources close to each of the three 
say there isn’t really a lot of ex¬ 
citement about going up against 
the extremely popular Feinstein. 
Meanwhile, when Larry King 
asked Feinstein on his nationally- 
televised show last week if she 
would accept a nomination for 
vice president next year, she 
replied that “no one has asked me, 
and besides I’m asking California 
voters to send me back to the Sen¬ 
ate.” 

As the Senate impeachment 
trial opens this week, several Re¬ 
publican members have their ears 
close to the rumblings of the po¬ 
litical ground back home; of the 
19 GOP members up for reelec¬ 
tion next year, 13 are from states 
that President Clinton carried in 
the 1996 election. 

When Paula Kamena took 
the oath last week as Marin Coun¬ 
ty’s first female district attorney, 
she instantly became a rising po¬ 
litical star with a statewide office 
likely in her future. (Meanwhile, 
the voters of Marin County, once 
a GOP stronghold, seem to be 
leaving the party in unusually 
high numbers in the wake of 
Congressional impeachment 
hearings and the GOP-led vote; 
the Marin Registrar of Voters says 
their office has been getting up to 
15 calls a day recently from Re¬ 
publicans interested in change 
their party registration, a process 
that is reportedly also taking place 
in states across the country.) 

Those supposedly in the know 
in Sacramento tell us the appoint¬ 
ment of S.F. Supervisor Jose 
Medina as California’s new trans¬ 
portation director almost didn’t 
happen; a usually reliable source 
informs us that the job was set to 
go to former Assemblymember 
Rusty Areias until San Francisco 
Mayor Willie Brown reportedly 
got word of the pending Areias 
appointment and interceded. Try 
telling me that Da Mayor doesn’t 
still have a hell of a lot of clout in 
Sacramento (he was a Davis sup¬ 
porter long before the June pri¬ 
mary when most others had 
counted Davis as a political 
goner) 

With Tom Ammiano becom¬ 
ing the new president of the 
Board of Supes, the most sought- 
after committee assignment (Fi¬ 
nance and Labor) went to his 
longtime allies, Sue Bierman 
and Leland Yee, and the third 
slot to outgoing supe Jose Medi¬ 
na; Ammiano is a smart guy and 
should appoint himself to Medi¬ 
na’s Finance seat when Jose 
moves on to Sacramento. As for 
outgoing Prez Barbara Kauf¬ 
man, Ammiano relegated her to 
the lowly Rules Committee, re¬ 
turning a favor she did for him 
when she was the president. (I 
would have likely appointed her 
to the “Lunch” Committee if I 
were in Ammiano’s place). ▼ 
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Single?

The year in review 

Newsmagazines look 
backwards, mostly

he end of a year, much like 
an anniversary, often finds 
!i newspapers and magazine 
sreflecting on events past. Among 
the national publications with 
special “year in review” issues 
were Time, Newsweek and U.S. 
News and World Report. 
GLAADAlert thought that this 
presented us with an opportunity 
to briefly review the major news¬ 
magazines, both for their coverage 
throughout 1998, as well as for 
their “Year In Review” issues. 

Time 

When Time's year-end issue 
hit the newsstands, a collective 
groan issued from the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender (LGBT) 
community. The lack of commu¬ 
nity presence in the magazine’s 
pages was particularly resonant in 
light of the 75th anniversary issue, 
where again, no true representa¬ 
tion of the community’s contri¬ 
butions to history were to be 
found. While there is no doubt 
that Time's coverage of events has 
exceeded the other national news¬ 
magazines (if only in sheer vol¬ 
ume) somehow when Time is 
putting together its lists of impor¬ 
tant events and people, the LGBT 
community somehow gets lost in 
the shuffle. 

December 1998: In its double 
year-end “Person of the Year” 
issue, in which Time declares 
President Clinton and indepen¬ 
dent counsel Kenneth Starr “Men 
of the Year,” real coverage of the 
LGBT community is nowhere to 
be found. Eleven pages are devot¬ 
ed to slugger Mark McGwire’s 
breaking of Roger Maris’s home 
run record. Most egregiously, a 
section, entitled “Second Acts,” 
covers Viagra, the Jonesboro 
school shootings, the Seinfeld fi¬ 
nale, and the duel between Tara 
Lipinski and Michelle Kwan for 
dominance in the women’s ice 
skating arena. The only mention 
(quite literally) of LGBT news is a 
small photo of Matthew Shepard 
in the year-end news quiz. Also, in 
the letters section, there is a note 
on the online poll for person of 
the year, which at press time, 
Matthew Shepard had won, stat¬ 
ing only that deceased people are 
not eligible for consideration. 

March 1998: Time issues its 
75th anniversary issue, no men¬ 
tion of lesbian, gay or AIDS issues. 
Out of the thick double issue cov¬ 
ering three quarters of a century, 
we merited a small mention of the 
“Ellen: Yep, I’m Gay” cover (listed 
under “Heaviest Reader Mail”). 
No mentions of Stonewall, Rock 
Hudson’s death from AIDS-relat¬ 
ed causes, or AIDS itself for that 
matter. Time then issued a state¬ 
ment calling the absence “over¬ 
sight, pure and simple.” 

July1998: In an article entitled 
“Trans Across America,” transgen¬ 
der issues were handled sensitive¬ 
ly and in depth. At the time, 
GLAADAlert called it “an accurate 
and thorough portrayal of the 
transgender community, its tri¬ 
umphs and challenges.” 

August 1998: Richard Corliss 
writes about how “gay movies are 
moving into the mainstream.” 
Discussing films such as Billy's 


Hollywood Screen Kiss, The Oppo¬ 
site of Sex, As Good As It Gets, and 
Love and Death On Long Island, 
Corliss explored the advances the 
film industry has made in por¬ 
trayals of lesbians and gay men. 

October 1998: The death of 
Matthew Shepard brought out¬ 
standing coverage from Time 
writer Howard Chua-Eoan, 
among others, who wrote mov¬ 
ingly and hauntingly about Shep¬ 
ard in an article entitled “That’s 
not a scarecrow.” Time also devot¬ 
ed a cover story to Matthew Shep¬ 
ard, and coverage of the state of 
the lesbian and gay community. 

December 1998: In an arti¬ 
cle on Tom Hanks, the re- 
porters, in trying to 
convey how “nice” he §5^55 
is, talks about how 
Hanks is “not secretly 
gay, or having unnatur- 
al relations with cer- r 
tain varieties of 
fish...”. 

GLAAD has been 
in contact with Walter Isaacson, 
managing editor of Time Maga¬ 
zine, and is anticipating further 
action on the sparse coverage de¬ 
voted to the community, particu¬ 
larly when preparing special is¬ 
sues. GLAAD urges readers to 
contact Time directly with their 
own feelings about how Time's 
continuing “oversights” of LGBT 
people affect them as readers and 
consumers. 

Newsweek 

The year’s coverage of the 
LGBT community in Newsweek 
was nothing if not paradoxical. 
While many events went unno¬ 
ticed, or underreported, such as 
the referenda in Hawaii and Alas¬ 
ka and the election of Tammy 
Baldwin, the first openly gay or 
lesbian person ever elected to 
Congress as a first-time represen¬ 
tative, others were given multiple 
pages, with little real balanced 
content. 

May 1998: Carren Strock 
writes a “My Turn” column about 
after many years of marriage, 
coming out as a lesbian. 
GLAADAlert found the story 
“poignant” and “respectful of all 
families.” 

August 1998: Newsweek de¬ 
votes eight pages to a cover story 
package entitled “Gay For Life?,” 
examining the anti-gay ad cam¬ 
paign waged last summer against 
the LGBT community. In addition 
to the title story and sidebars, the 
particularly skewed nature of the 
representations stands out promi¬ 
nently. One, a photo of a “well-ad¬ 
justed” gay man, makes him ap¬ 
pear as if he has been condemned, 
the other is the traditional bare¬ 
chested gay men at a pride parade 
event. In addition, Newsweek 
chose to run a piece by OUT Edi¬ 
tor James Collard. The position¬ 
ing of the piece created the expec¬ 
tation that it was meant to be a re¬ 
sponse to the extremists who 
dominated the previous pages. In 
fact, Collard’s piece was a service¬ 
able explanation of a controversial 
position taken on the part of the 
author in an earlier public forum, 
and engaged none of the issues 
raised by the previous pages. 
GLAADAlert requested readers to 
contact Newsweek with their con¬ 
cerns directly, in light of the slant¬ 
ed nature of the articles, and lack 


of community representation and 
response included. 

October 1998: After the mur¬ 
der of Matthew Shepard, 
Newsweek's coverage is described 
as “jaundiced” in a GLAADAlert 
roundup. While covering Shep¬ 
ard’s death in Wyoming, the 
writer also included an episode in 
Shepard’s past that might have 
been intended to show him as 
naive, but may have served in¬ 
stead to feed people’s belief that 
lesbians and gay men “ask for it” 
by approaching people who 
they’re interested in. Howev- 
f er, in the same issue, writer 
/ Jonathan Alter wrote an 

/ excellent piece on hate 

* crimes legislation, thus 

making their Shepard 
VI coverage up to this 

nH point a “draw.” 

December 1998: In 
an article entitled “The 
Last Days and Nights 
of A Martyr,” reporter 
Mark Miller explores 
Matthew Shepard’s last days, dur¬ 
ing which, he writes, "Shepard 
was drinking more and fighting a 
slow slide into despair, even 
though he was taking prescription 
drugs to control depression.” The 
GLAADAlert observed, “Sadly, 
what Newsweek has done is drawn 
a picture right out of Jacqueline 
Susann’s Valley of the Dolls , of a 
young man sliding towards his 
demise on a road strewn with 
emotional problems, substance 
abuse, and a ‘party boy’ mentali¬ 
ty.” A more informative story 
might have included an examina¬ 
tion of the loneliness and isola¬ 
tion that Shepard must have felt 
in Laramie as a young gay man. 

The Year In Review: In their 
year-end double issue (January 4, 
1999), an issue called “Perspec¬ 
tives 98,” Newsweek covered the 
presidential impeachment, inter¬ 
national news, and the cultural 
phenomena brought up by the 
current events of 1998 (articles 
included: “Let’s Talk About Sex,” 
“Hype, Hope and Cancer,” and “A 
One in a Million Year.” 

In a section of quotes and car¬ 
toons summing up the year past, 
one quote stands in for the entire 
Matthew Shepard story. “Some¬ 
times we forget in the middle of 
our little gay lives that they hate 
us. They want to kill us.” This was 
overheard from an unidentified 
speaker at a New York City vigil 
after Shepard’s death. No coverage 
is given to the Alaska and Hawaii 
referenda, the election of Tammy 
Baldwin, the ex-gays ads (which 
seemed so important earlier in the 
year to Newsweek with the “Gay 
For Life?” cover). 

U.S. News 
and World Report 

Again, the little coverage of 
LGBT people in the United States 
was uneven and spotty. Often¬ 
times, one must classify opinion 
columns as “coverage” in the at¬ 
tempt to find any content which 
concerns the LGBT community. 
In fact, the spare few stories men¬ 
tioned here speak for U.S. News's 
lack of attention to our issues. 

May 1998: A story on Focus on 
the Family leader James Dobson 
manages to completely ignore his 
strenuous anti-gay activity, in¬ 
stead creating a picture of Dobson

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GLAAD takes 
over Digital Queers

I£ cknowledging the changes 
information technology is 
i bringing to communica¬ 
tion, Digital Queers (DQ) and the 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation (GLAAD) have 
merged to form the DQ Initiative 
so that queers of all ages will con¬ 
tinue to have privacy, availability 
of information, and access to re¬ 
sources on the net at their finger¬ 
tips, no matter where they live. 

As part of its new role as a 
cyber-activist, GLAAD will hire 
an Internet Evangelist - someone 
with a strong base of contacts in 
the Silicon Valley - and launch an 
Intranet that can be accessed 
through the web. 

Completion of the Intranet, a 
DQ project, will give grassroots ac¬ 


tivists, journalists, and people look¬ 
ing to do archival research access to 
GLAAD’s vast amount of informa¬ 
tion. Virtual monitors, video 
downloads of media trainings, and 
access to hardware resources will all 
be available at GLAAD’s website 
and Intranet. It is meant to serve as 
a way of mobilizing an already 
thriving community of gays and 
lesbians on the web. 

GLAAD’s Executive Director, 
Joan M. Garry also said that access 
to this information can be a vital re¬ 
source for gays and lesbians across 
the country who may use the Inter¬ 
net as their sole means of commu¬ 
nicating or finding information. 

“The Internet is the only place 
where you can be openly closeted,” 
Garry told the Bay Area Reporter. 

From wizards to activists 

Some of the events of the past 


couple of years have awakened 
Garry and others at GLAAD to 
the power of the Internet. 

Among those issues were the 
U.S. Navy’s attempt to discharge 
officer Timothy McVeigh because 
he used the word “gay” in an 
America Online user profile that 
was supposed to be anonymous; 
recent legislation requiring soft¬ 
ware filters, such as the 1996 
Communications Decency Act 
and another Senate-approved bill 
called the Internet School Filter¬ 
ing Act that would seriously limit 
the availability of information to 
youth about gay and lesbian is¬ 
sues; and, on a more positive note, 
the support and outrage that 
found a voice on the net when 
Matthew Shepard was murdered 
last October. 

GLAAD, seeing a void, re¬

as a homespun, grandfatherly 
Christian with simple ways. Any¬ 
one familiar with the multi-mil- 
lion dollar budget, worldwide 
radio network, and media empire 
that Dobson has built up in pur¬ 
suit of political religious power 
knows otherwise. Focus on the 
Family outspokenly lobbied for 
Colorado’s Amendment 2, and 
worked with the Family Research 
Council to produce The Homo¬ 
sexual Agenda, a gay-baiting tract 
used to fight against equal rights 
for the LGBT community. 

October 1998: Coverage of the 
death of Matthew Shepard con¬ 
tained a good “hard news” story 
about his death, yet was unfortu¬ 
nately muted by John Leo’s call to 
prohibit prosecutions of crimes 
motivated by hate under stricter 
or more stringent laws. 

A year-end issue also failed to 
produce notable coverage of any of 
the major issues or people of con- 
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cern to not simply our communi¬ 
ty, but our country as a whole. 
Sadly, U.S. News and World Report 
seems to be under the impression 
that none of their readers are in¬ 
terested in LGBT issues, or that 
there are no readers who actually 
are members of the community.

Georgia deletes gay 
Holocaust victims

F ollowing a Fierce outcry by 
local and national gay and 
Jewish leaders, the Georgia 
Commission on the Holocaust 
has agreed to restore two para¬ 
graphs about Nazi persecution of 
male homosexuals that had been 
deleted from a guide printed for 
state teachers. Gay representatives 
and commission members 
reached the agreement after a 
mediation session Sunday, Janu¬ 
ary 10 lasting almost seven hours. 

Gay leaders quickly hailed the 
outcome as “a home run” for the 
community. 

But within 24 hours, it was 
clear that the conflict was far 
from settled. At the session, com¬ 
mission Chair Sylvia Wygoda re¬ 
portedly said she had never asked 
that the gay-related paragraphs 
be removed, only rewritten. Her 
version of events is vigorously 
disputed by others involved in the 
guide’s preparation. 

Wygoda and the other com¬ 
mission members present agreed 
that the deleted paragraphs 
should be sent on an “errata” 
sheet to all Georgia teachers re¬ 
questing the guide. The teachers 
will also receive booklets from the 
United States Holocaust Memor¬ 
ial Museum on homosexual, 
“gypsy,” handicapped, and Jeho¬ 
vah’s Witness victims. 

But the agreement reached in 
the mediation specifies “all items 
will be distributed at no taxpayer 
expense.” The cost of mailing the 
corrected pages and booklets will 
be borne by the Georgia Equality 
Project (GEP), according to Exec¬ 
utive Director Harry Knox. 

For fiscal year 1999, the Geor¬ 
gia Commission on the Holo¬ 
caust was budgeted $213,849 in 
state funds. According to an asso¬ 
ciate policy analyst in the gover¬ 
nor’s office of planning and bud¬ 
get, Wygoda receives a salary of 
$70,000 plus state benefits. The 
commission’s travel budget is 
$ 6 , 000 . 

GEP is privately funded with a 
budget of $125,000. 

In a joint press release, the 
commission stated that it “regrets 
the misunderstanding that has 
arisen between the commission 
and the GLBT community;” 
promised to consult gay commu¬ 
nity leaders in the future and to 
allow gay representatives to re¬ 
view future study guides; and 
agreed to invite a gay community 
representative to serve on a com¬ 
mission advisory board. 

Gay leaders agreed to provide 
their input and “to use their re¬ 
sources and networks to help re¬ 
store the image of the Georgia 
Commission on the Holocaust in 
the GLBT community.” 

But on Monday, an executive 
of the Florida-based law firm 
whose charitable foundation pre¬ 
pared the guide characterized 
Wygoda’s claim that she never in¬ 
sisted the paragraphs be cut as 
“absolutely, completely untrue.” 

And on Tuesday, Knox issued 
a statement that raised doubts 
about the joint agreement. “If, in 
fact, it can be established the 
commission instructed the foun¬ 
dation to delete the two para¬ 
graphs, and that we were given 


incorrect information at the ne¬ 
gotiations, GEP would feel oblig¬ 
ated to reconsider the commit¬ 
ments made at the meeting on 
Sunday,” Knox said. 

The truth - another 
Holocaust victim? 

The Holocaust Remembrance 
Project is an annual art and writ¬ 
ing contest sponsored by the Hol¬ 
land 8c Knight Charitable Foun¬ 
dation Inc. The contest offers stu¬ 
dents cash prizes and all-expense 
paid trips to Washington, D.C., to 
visit the United States Holocaust 
Memorial Museum. The founda¬ 
tion is affiliated with Holland 8c 
Knight LLP, Florida’s largest law 
firm, which often works on First 
Amendment and death penalty 
cases. The firm has a non-dis¬ 
crimination policy that includes 
sexual orientation and offers ben¬ 
efits to the same-sex domestic 
partners of its employees. 

To promote the contest and 
help teachers communicate the 
horrors of the Holocaust to their 
students, the foundation publish¬ 
es a teacher resource guide. Flori¬ 
da schools have used the guide 
since 1995; Georgia schools 
began using it in 1997; and San 
Francisco schools adopted it last 
year. The Georgia contest is open 
to middle and high school stu¬ 
dents throughout the state. The 
theme for this year’s contest is 
“Triangles, Badges 8c Stars: Re¬ 
membering the Mosaic of Vic¬ 
tims of the Holocaust.” 

According to its Executive Di¬ 
rector Angela Ruth, the founda¬ 
tion pays all costs for the teacher 
resource book, contest and pro¬ 
motional materials. In all, the 
foundation spends between 
$100,000 and $130,000 a year on 
the project, Ruth said. 

On Thursday, January 7, the 
Atlanta Journal-Constitution re¬ 
ported that two paragraphs relat¬ 
ing to the Nazis’ treatment of 
male homosexuals had been cut 
from the teacher resource guide 
at the insistence of Wygoda, who 
considered them “sexually graph¬ 
ic.” 

Steve Uhlfelder, managing 
partner in the Tallahassee office 
of Holland 8c Knight, backed up 
this version of the story. “Sylvia 
honestly believed that this was in 
the best interest of her program. 
[She] understood the other side, 
but she didn’t want to jeopardize 
[the commission’s] funding and 
status in Georgia,” Uhlfelder said 
last week. 

“She’s a good lady. I just think 
she was overly concerned. But we 
made the decision to defer to her 
judgment in Georgia.” 

Pat Sandor, spokesman for the 
Georgia Department of Educa¬ 
tion, which is headed up by long¬ 
time anti-gay activist Linda 
Schrenko, denied the department 
had any role in deleting the two 
paragraphs. He nonetheless 
praised the decision. 

“[Wygoda] made a choice 
based on the appropriateness for 
children in classrooms. Her point 
was very well made - that regard¬ 
less of sexual preference, this ma¬ 
terial was inappropriate for 
school-age children.” Sandor said 
it was immaterial that the 
teacher’s guide was not intended 
to be distributed to students. 

When Wygoda arrived Sunday 


for the marathon mediation ses¬ 
sion, on the other hand, she told 
those assembled that the deletion 
was not her fault. 

“Sylvia Wygoda unequivocally 
told the representatives of the 
GLBT community at the meeting 
on Sunday that neither she, nor 
anyone at the commission, in¬ 
structed [the foundation] to 
delete the two paragraphs from 
the guide,” said the statement 
from GEP’s Knox. 

That version of the events 
brought a stinging response from 
Uhlfelder and Ruth. 

“We have a lot of documented 
e-mails and phone calls on the 
subject,” Ruth said, adding that 
she believed Wygoda had first 
raised the issue in September. 

“[Wygoda] told us she had 
taken the passages to a number of 
public officials, including legisla¬ 
tors, and was assured that [delet¬ 
ing the references to gays] was the 
right approach,” Uhlfelder said. 
“Because of that and many other 
reasons, over a long period of 
time, after discussions of many 
weeks, we agreed to let her do it 
her way. She never presented us 
with any options.” 

The foundation finally decid¬ 
ed to print two versions of the 
guide: one for Georgia, and one 
for Florida and San Francisco. 
Going to press with some 1,500 
copies of an abridged version of 
the guide for Georgia cost the 
foundation an additional $10,000 
to $14,000, Ruth said. 

Uhlfelder was incredulous 
when upon learning that Wygoda 
was saying she had not insisted 
on the paragraphs’ deletion. 

“We basically did what she 
wanted,” Uhlfelder said. “She rep¬ 
resented that this was what the 
commission wanted. Why would 
we have published it unabridged 
in one version and taken [the 
paragraphs] completely out in 
another, unless she wanted it? I 
can assure you that everything we 
did was at her instruction.” 

Gay press stonewalled 

Southern Voice first called 
Wygoda in November to request 
a copy of the teacher guide. In 
early December, she said the 
guide had not been completed. 
She said she knew that homosex¬ 
uals would be included in its lists 
of victims, and she knew that gay 
men would not be the subject of 
an entire lesson in the guide, but 
beyond that she was unsure of 
how homosexuals would be dis¬ 
cussed. 

At no time did she indicate 
that she was already in the 
process of having gay passages 
purged. 

When Southern Voice called 
the Florida offices of Holland 8c 
Knight to request the guide, the 
request was directed to the law 
firm’s public relations agents. In 
response to repeated calls last 
month, the public relations firm 
said the guide was not yet avail¬ 
able. 

The public relations firm re¬ 
peated this denial to a Southern 
Voice reporter last Wednesday, 
even after all parties to the dis¬ 
pute were being interviewed by 
the Journal-Constitution, and less 
than 12 hours before the morn¬ 
ing daily’s article hit newsstands. 
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How gay was 
the Renaissance?

he period of Western history 
roughly between 1400 and 
1650, that we call the Re¬ 
naissance, was a time of explo¬ 
ration and great artistic endeavor 
in Europe, marked by a revival of 
interest in classical civilizations. A 
closer look at that age suggests 
that it was also an era buzzing 
with homosexual activity. 

Scholars have found consider¬ 
able evidence of same-sex re¬ 
lations between adult men 
and between men and 
boys in Renaissance Eu¬ 
rope, and much of this ev¬ 
idence comes from church 
and court records. Sodomy 
was both a religious 
and a criminal of¬ 
fense! subject to se¬ 
vere punishment by 
church and state. As 
part of Henry VIIFs religious re¬ 
formation, in 1533 the English 
government took over from the 
church the prosecution of 
“sodomites,” making anal inter¬ 
course (“buggery”) a felony pun¬ 
ishable by hanging. Ireland fol¬ 
lowed suit in 1634. In the mid- 
16th century, Geneva, Switzer¬ 
land, instituted several gruesome 
punishments for sodomy, includ¬ 
ing beheading and drowning. 
Under a 15th-century Florentine 
body called Uffiziali di Notte (Of¬ 
ficers of the Night), designed to 
sniff out and prosecute homosex¬ 
uals, the great artist and inventor 
Leonardo da Vinci was twice 
charged with sodomy and twice 
exonerated for lack of evidence. 

Many men of the Renaissance, 
especially those of the upper class, 
would probably be called bisexu¬ 
al today. According to custom, no¬ 
blemen married and procreated 
to carry on their titles, but they 
kept young pages and attendants 
on the side as sexual play things - 
a model taken from classical 
times. In the all-male world of the 
clergy, intergenerational same-sex 
relations were also common. Two 
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popes, Paul II and Julius II, were 
both notorious for seducing 
young men. (The latter was a 
benefactor of Michelangelo, who 
himself is said to have had same- 
sex attractions he doesn’t seem to 
have acted on.) In the artisan 
class, too, homosexual relations 
often occurred between craftsmen 
and their apprentices, though his¬ 
torians have also found evidence 
of sexual relationships between 
adult working-class men. 

The theater was another all¬ 
male province; young men 
and boys played all the fe¬ 
male roles. As a conse¬ 
quence, same-sex relations 
between older and 
younger actors abound¬ 
ed, and acting itself be¬ 
came a dishonorable 
profession. In his 
play, Poetaster, Ben 
Jonson noted the 
horror a father expe¬ 
rienced when he realized his son 
was going to be an actor: “What? 
Shall I have my son ... an ingle 
(“boy favorite”) for players?” 

In addition, two canonical 
English playwrights of the Renais¬ 
sance period, William Shake¬ 
speare and Christopher Marlowe, 
are often claimed today as gay. 
While there is no evidence to an¬ 
swer the question whether Shake¬ 
speare himself had sex with men, 
126 of his 154 sonnets rhap¬ 
sodized about the beauty of an 
unnamed young man and were 
published only after his death. A 
number of his plays either had 
homoerotic content (for example, 
Troilus and Cressida ) or employed 
gender-bending comedy ( Twelfth 
Night). 

Marlowe, Shakespeare’s con¬ 
temporary, wrote the homoerotic 
play, Edward II, in which he sym¬ 
pathetically chronicled the love of 
King Edward for his favorite, 
Gaveston. Edward’s tragedy was 
the clash of his need to fulfill his 
role as king and husband and his 
powerful love for another man. In 
his personal life as well as his writ¬ 
ings, Marlowe left clues about his 
sexuality: “All they that love not 
Tobacco & Boies [are] fooles,” he 
reputedly said. 


Donna con donna 

Same-sex relations between 
women during the Renaissance 
are much harder to pin down. 
Women had few outside social 
contacts and were dependent on 
men for economic survival. Also, 
few women (except nuns) were 
literate and could not document 
their experiences. In a highly sex- 
segregated society, it seems likely 
that intimate attachments be¬ 
tween women would have 
formed, and the lives of some fa¬ 
mous women point to this possi¬ 
bility. Queen Christina of Sweden, 
for example, was romantically at¬ 
tached to one of her ladies-in¬ 
waiting and abdicated rather than 
marry a man. Juana Ines de la 
Cruz, a Mexican noblewoman, 
became a nun to get an education 
and to avoid marriage. As Sor 
Juana, she had a passionate rela¬ 
tionship with the wife of the gov¬ 
ernor of Mexico. 

Some male writers discussed 
lesbian sex in their work, most 
likely to titillate other men. In 
doing so, they inadvertently left 
records that sex between women 
was not unheard of. The 16th- 
century writer, Pierre de Bour- 
deille, Seigneur de Brantome

be reached care of this 
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waxed poetic about love-making 
between women, which he labeled 
“donna con donna .” For him as for 
other men, lesbian sex was mere¬ 
ly prelude or preparation for the 
real thing - male-female inter¬ 
course. 

The work of one female writer 
of the Renaissance, Katherine 
Phillips, has survived. Phillips is 
sometimes called “the English 
Sappho.” Her poems were pub¬ 
lished posthumously in the 1660s, 
and over half of them addressed 
her love for specific women. 
Phillips called her relationships 
“innocent” romantic friendships, 
but the comparison of her love for 
women with the love of a bride¬ 
groom suggests something deep¬ 
er. 

Men and women of the Re¬ 
naissance cannot be called “gay” 
or “lesbian” by today’s standards. 
Homosexuality was an act or a be¬ 
havior, rather than an identity or 
culture. Still, literary and histori¬ 
cal research shows that same-sex 
relations were an established fact 
in Europe hundreds of years be¬ 
fore the word “homosexual” was 
ever coined. ▼

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Market Kinko’s robbed

|Pp arly last Sunday morning, 
January 10, a man and 
woman who walked into 
the Kinko’s store at Market and 
Duboce streets as customers re¬ 
portedly robbed the store of more 
than $200 in cash. However, they 
were thwarted in their efforts to 
rob the store of more by a bold, 
risk-taking clerk who cursed the 
two and fled to an adjoining of¬ 
fice within the Kinko’s complex. 

The incident took place 
around 1:15 a.m., according to 
Chris Riester, manager of the 
Market Street store. The female 


suspect allegedly approached the 
order desk, pretending to need 
assistance with a copy project. 
Shortly afterwards, the male sus¬ 
pect came up behind Reister, 
brandished a gun, and demanded 
the money. 

“The male suspect told the 
clerk to hand over the cash,” said 
Jane Warner of the San Francisco 
Patrol Special Police. “Apparently 
he was flustered and told the clerk 
to hand over only the $100-dollar 
notes. The clerk went to the regis¬ 
ter and gave the man around 
$200. When the male suspect told 
the clerk to get more money from 
the other registers, the clerk yelled 
‘fuck you’ at the man and ran to a 


side office and shut the door.” 

The suspects are described as 
a black man, in his 50s with black 
and gray hair, and a black 
woman, in her 30s with black 
hair, both dressed in dark clothes. 
The gun is suspected to be a large, 
silver .45 automatic. The two 
were last seen running out of 
Kinko’s and onto Market toward 
Church Street. 

The suspects are believed to be 
the same duo that robbed the Fre¬ 
mont Street Kinko’s last month.

Armed robbery in Castro

A n armed trio robbed the 
owner of Noe Market in 
the Castro and got away 
with his wallet and more than 
$600 in cash Wednesday, January 
6 around 10 p.m., the San Fran¬ 
cisco Patrol Special Police has re¬ 
ported. 

According to the owner, who 
fears more attacks and asked the 
B.A.R. to withhold his name, the 
three robbers waited until he had 
closed his small corner market lo¬ 
cated at 499 Douglass Street. The 
owner locked the store’s front 


door and as he turned away from 
the entrance and stepped onto 
Douglass Street, the suspects 
pushed him forward, knocking 
him to the ground. 

One assailant pointed a gun at 
the owner's head while another 
scanned his body searching for 
the wallet. The third sat in a near¬ 
by car with the engine running. 

After pulling the wallet from the 
owner's front trouser pocket, the 
suspect signaled to the other hold¬ 
ing the gun and together they 
jumped into the car and sped away. 
The owner watched as the car drove 
northbound on Eureka Street, 
heading toward Market Street. 


Two of the suspects are de¬ 
scribed as black males with heavy 
builds, who were wearing dark 
clothes, one dressed in a blue 
jacket. The man in the car is also 
described as being a black male. 
The vehicle was described as an 
older blue Honda or Toyota, pos¬ 
sibly a 1970s model. The hand¬ 
gun used was black. No further 
descriptions are available. ▼

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West Hollywood gays 
urged to take precautions

L aw enforcement officials in 
West Hollywood, California 
urge residents to protect 
themselves from sexual predators, 
following the throat-slashing of a 
gay man who took a man home 
for sex after meeting him at a con¬ 
venience store. 

The victim, whose name has 
not been released, survived the 
Monday, January 4 attack, but was 
hospitalized for two days and re¬ 
ceived 20 stitches. The crime is the 
latest to target gay men in West 
Hollywood, where two residents 
have been killed in predator 
crimes involving sex partners in 
the last three years. 

The suspect is described as a 
white male in his late 20s, about 6 
feet tall and 180 pounds. He has 
brown hair, blue eyes and multi¬ 
ple tattoos on both arms. 

The victim is working with 


West Hollywood deputies of the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment on a composite picture 
that will be released to the public 
when it is completed. In the mean¬ 
time, deputies warn gay men to 
protect themselves. Last June au¬ 
thorities launched the “Know be¬ 
fore you go” campaign to educate 
the community about basic safety 
techniques. Among other sugges¬ 
tions, the campaign urges men to 
ask potential sex partners ques¬ 
tions about where they live and 
work, find out what kind of car 
they drive, and introduce them to 
friends or a bartender. 

Several other gay men have 
been robbed by men they brought 
home, but the sheriff’s office says 
the latest attack is not linked to 
the earlier crimes. V

sponded quickly when Tom Reil¬ 
ly, chairman of Planet Out and 
founder of DQ, approached them 
with the idea of merging. 

DQ has provided technical sup¬ 
port to GLAAD and other organi¬ 
zations since it was founded in 
1992. But lately pressure from gov¬ 
ernment sponsored legislation and 
software filtering agencies has ex¬ 
panded the scope of DQ turning 
members into cyber activists in¬ 
stead of just an informal group of 
computer wizards providing tech 
support to queer social agencies. 

Reilly told the B.A.R. the group 


started to wonder, “How do we 
create an electronic infrastructure 
that uniquely addresses the needs 
of the queer community.” After 
discussions with the media watch¬ 
dog group, DQ became the DQ 
Initiative under the GLAAD um¬ 
brella. 

Garry said she is very excited 
about the merger, and stressed 
three areas of importance in 1999: 
a continued fight in the area of 
software filtering, geographic di¬ 
versity via the net, and queer civil 
rights. 

“The Internet has the ability to 
empower and engage activists,” 
she said. “It’s incumbent upon us 
to look at new ways to mobilize as 
a community.” ▼

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time 
you refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as 
your only source of information about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor 
when you start taking your medicine and at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s 
care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change or stop treatment without first talking 
to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a “non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type 
of immune cell in blood). SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 


What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or 
unusual dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be 
less noticeable if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken 
the medicine for a few weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect 
mood or ability to think clearly. These side effects occur more often in patients with a history 
of mental illness or substance abuse. Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects 
continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility that these symptoms may be more 
severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. You should avoid dri¬ 
ving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any 
change in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a 
rash, call your doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
However, this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. 

Your doctor can discuss a more complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. 
Tell your doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 


Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the 
care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to 
practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once 
a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children 
take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during 
the first few weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating 
(see What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA?) 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without 
meals; however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right 
away. If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular 
dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, 

ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your 
own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 

This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA 
and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other 
side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be 
lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. 
Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 


What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. 
You should use a condom or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while 
taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become 
pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your 
doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor 
may change your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you 
buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much 
you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the 
medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:** 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 
The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 


Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse

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Methodist ministers to 
join in Sacto to celebrate 
holy union, protest policy

holy union ceremony be¬ 
tween two prominent Unit- 
ed Methodist lay leaders, 
scheduled to be held at the Sacra¬ 
mento Convention Center The¬ 
ater in Sacramento this Saturday, 
January 16, is snowballing into 
one of the largest acts of defiance 
of ecclesiastical authority of this 
century. 

The ceremony will be per¬ 
formed by the couple’s pastor, the 
Reverend Donald Fado of St. 
Mark’s United Methodist Church 
of Sacramento, along with over 80 
other clergy in attendance and at 
least another 65 clergy co-officiat- 
ing in absentia. 

The couple, Ellie Charlton and 
Jeanne Barnett, have been togeth¬ 
er for over 15 years. Barnett is the 
lay leader of the Annual Confer¬ 
ence, the highest ranking lay per¬ 
son in the region. Charlton is also 
a prominent Conference lay 
leader. 

The ceremony follows an Au¬ 
gust 1998 ruling by the Judicial 
Council of the United Methodist 
Church that that denomination’s 
Social Principles prohibition on 
same sex unions are binding. That 
ruling overturned the basis of the 


Reverend Jimmy Creech’s success¬ 
ful acquittal before a church tri¬ 
bunal after he performed a holy 
union ceremony for two lesbian 
members of this church in 
Omaha, Nebraska. Creech’s ac¬ 
quittal was unaffected by the Ju¬ 
dicial Council decision. 

Bishop Melvin G. Talbert of 
the California-Nevada Confer¬ 
ence of the United Methodist 
Church wrote a letter dated Janu¬ 
ary 6 to all local clergy and lay 
leaders. In that letter he stated his 
personal opposition to the de¬ 
nomination’s position but restat¬ 
ed his previous statement that he 
was bound to follow church rules. 
He requested prayers for everyone 
concerned. 

However, Talbert refused to 
“provide responses to hypotheti¬ 
cal questions or situations” in re¬ 
sponse to critics of the event who 
have called upon Talbert to take 
action before the ceremony. These 
critics have vowed to file discipli¬ 
nary charges against all clergy 
participating in the service, which 
could lead to the clergy being de¬ 
frocked.

Community reacts swiftly 

Once the deletions became 
known, gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity leaders acted quickly to de¬ 
mand they be restored. 

“I think this was a model for 
us in the future,” said Steve Koval, 
a gay attorney who helped coor¬ 
dinate the community response. 

GEP called a Friday afternoon 
press conference at the William 
Breman Jewish Heritage Muse¬ 
um. More than 70 people in at¬ 
tendance listened as speaker after 
speaker denounced the excising 
of the gay references. More than 
20 gay and religious groups 
joined GEP in condemning the 
commission’s decision. 

At the press conference, the 
loudest applause went to Rabbi 
Brett R. Isserow of The Temple, 
who said the real problem with 
teaching about homosexual vic¬ 
tims of the Holocaust is that it 
raises the question, “Why are our 
legislators in many ways victim¬ 
izing homosexuals today? 

“If we are to work for an equal 
society ... then those paragraphs 
that were omitted have got to be 
reinstated. And not only that - 
but the pressures, the politics, and 
everything else that resulted in 
their being dropped in the first 
place have got to change,” Isserow 
said. 

Knox announced the Sunday 
mediation session, which he said 
was been brought about as a di¬ 
rect result of the community’s 
swift and emphatic reaction to 
the deletions. 

Sunday’s meeting was held at 
the Justice Center of Atlanta in 
Inman Park. The gay community 


representatives signing the joint 
agreement were Knox, Koval, 
Judy Colbs of PFLAG, Atlanta se¬ 
nior assistant city attorney Robin 
Shahar and Jane Seville, board 
member of the National Lesbian 
and Gay Task Force. The Georgia 
Commission on the Holocaust 
was represented by Wygoda, Rick 
Voyles, Alex Gross, Betty G. Can¬ 
tor and Stan Lefco. Randy Dobbs 
was facilitator. 

Near the end of the six-hour 
negotiations, Knox reported, 
Wygoda said there was no money 
in the commission’s budget to pay 
for mailing out the errata sheets 
and booklets. Knox said he vol¬ 
unteered that GEP would foot the 
bill for postage, which he esti¬ 
mated at about $600. 

Knox said he wants to move 
forward and put the incident be¬ 
hind the community. “We are 
more interested in getting this ed¬ 
ucation done than we are in lay¬ 
ing blame for what has gone on 
before. 

“Our plan is to follow up with 
the commission to make the 
nomination of the person they 
asked for to their education advi¬ 
sory board. We will also give 
them a list of who would be avail¬ 
able to do training around the 
state for teachers on the treat¬ 
ment of gay men in the Holo¬ 
caust,” Knox said. “And of course, 
we will be monitoring their re¬ 
sponse to those interactions and 
hoping for continued good coop¬ 
eration.” 

But Holland 8c Knight’s 
Uhlfelder insisted that in the fu¬ 
ture, his firm’s foundation will 
not allow others to alter the con¬ 
tent of such guide. 

“I think in the future, as good 
as the Georgia commission is, it 
may not be worth giving up our 
literary freedom. I can assure you, 
no matter what the subject, in the 
future there will be only one 
book,” Uhlfelder said. T

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Davis budget plan upsets AIDS activists

jPH alifornia’s first Democratic 
| governor in 16 years has 
£& submitted his first budget to 
the state Legislature, and the 
AIDS community doesn’t like it. 
The California HIV Advocacy 
Coalition (CHAC) blasted Gover¬ 
nor Gray Davis’s $77.5 billion 
budget, which cuts $4.1 million 
from the state’s AIDS Drug Assis¬ 
tance Program (ADAP). 

This year the federal govern¬ 
ment has increased its participa¬ 
tion in ADAP, and even with 
Davis’s proposed cut the program 
will grow, but activists and other 
AIDS workers said that isn’t 
enough. 

As CHAC executive committee 
member Anne Donnelly, of Pro¬ 
ject Inform pointed out, “The 
number of people living with 
AIDS in California has increased 
nearly 200 percent in the past five 
years.” 

The San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation (SFAF) criticized a 
proposed cut in overall state 
funding for HIV programs, call¬ 
ing it short-sighted in the face of 
continued growth in the number 
of Californians living with HIV 
and AIDS. 

SFAF’s state policy director, 
Fred Dillon, said California can’t 
afford to reduce its commitment 
to the care and treatment of those 
living with HIV in the face of a 
growing epidemic. 

Substantial changes 

San Francisco Democratic As¬ 


semblywoman Carole Migden, 
chair of the powerful Appropria¬ 
tions Committee, said Davis’s bud¬ 
get “is very much a preliminary 
budget,” and pointed out the new 
governor had to put out the docu¬ 
ment after being in office only five 
days. Migden expects the budget to 
be re-written, with “a lot of sub¬ 
stantial budget changes,” during 
the traditional budget revision pe¬ 
riod in May. She also said legisla¬ 
tors would work with AIDS advo¬ 
cates to make sure there are no 
gaps. 

Advocates are not concerned 
that the proposed cut would re¬ 
duce client access to ADAP, but 
believe that at a time of growing 
caseloads, the state should be in¬ 
creasing, not decreasing its finan¬ 
cial commitment to HIV/AIDS. 

They also expressed concern 
that if money is transferred away 
from the HIV/AIDS budget, Cal¬ 
ifornia will not meet the “mainte¬ 
nance of effort” requirement 
mandated by the federal Ryan 
White CARE Act, a key source of 
millions of dollars in federal 
funding for HIV/AIDS programs. 
The CARE Act requires states to 
maintain their HIV-related fund¬ 
ing from year to year. 

Additionally, Davis’s budget 
flat funds HIV prevention pro¬ 
grams, even though approximate¬ 
ly 8,000 Californians are newly 
infected each year and such pro¬ 
grams have not received an in¬ 
crease for several years. Advocates 
believe that prevention programs 
targeting communities of color 
and other high risk groups are ur¬ 
gently needed. The budget also

fails to restore $1.6 million for 
HIV testing at family planning 
clinics that was previously cut by 
former Governor Pete Wilson. 

Cuts will eventually cost 

Timothy Leifield, executive di¬ 
rector of the Stop AIDS Project, 


said he’s concerned about there 
being no increase in prevention 
dollars. “In October, Davis’s cam¬ 
paign remarks indicated that he 
was in favor of increased funding 
for HIV prevention, so it’s disap¬ 
pointing now to hear that he’s 
calling for flat funding,” Leifield 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “I un¬ 
derstand that he’s inheriting a 
budget deficit, but cutting HIV 
prevention is going to cost the 
state a lot more in the future, 
both in dollars for care and in 
further lives lost. That’s the un¬ 
fortunate bottom line.” 

The reaction to the $77.5 bil¬ 
lion budget proposal has been 
split among party lines in the As¬ 
sembly. Speaker Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa called it “a good solid 
beginning,” and said Davis has 
“focused on the right priorities 
for California.” The Los Angeles 
Democrat said, “On the whole, 
the governor’s budget proposal 
will be good for kids, good for 
working people and good for our 
economy. I look forward to work¬ 


ing with the governor and Senate 
to pass a budget within the con¬ 
stitutional deadline for the first 
time in 13 years.” 

Republican leaders in the state 
Assembly say the budget “needs 
work.” Assembly Republican 
Leader Rod Pacheco said he 
would expect the budget to reflect 
stronger accountability measures 
and improved standards for edu¬ 
cation, as well as a “larger portion 
of resources for making sure our 
children are safe at school.” 

Assemblyman George Runner, 
(R-Lancaster) who chairs the As¬ 
sembly’s budget committee, said 
he’s pleased the governor isn’t in¬ 
creasing taxes or fees. But he said 
the governor’s plans to use the to¬ 
bacco settlement fund to increase 
welfare benefits and other gov¬ 
ernment spending, as well as his 
plan to reduce the state’s reserve, 
are “just wrong.” T

Great news for breast cancer sufferers: 
Migden reintroduces bone marrow bill

aking good on the 
iijH promise she made when 
former Governor Pete 
Wilson vetoed Assembly Bill 760 
last year, Assemblywoman Car- 
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ole Migden, (D-San Francisco), 
introduced legislation Monday, 
January 11 to expand access to 
autologous bone marrow trans¬ 
plants (ABMT) for breast cancer 
patients whose HMOs or insur¬ 
ers refuse to cover the treatment. 

The bill is now Assembly Bill 
136, and it amends existing 
statutes which guarantee an in¬ 
dependent second opinion when 
an HMO or insurer refuses to 
cover a treatment on the basis 
that it is experimental or investi¬ 
gational. 

Migden said that under the 
current statute, “Many women 
seeking ABMT treatments are 


forced to wait too long to obtain 
therapy that could save their 
lives.” HMOs and other insurers 
typically create roadblocks 
which, in the past have effective¬ 
ly blocked access to the treat¬ 
ment until it is too late to be ef¬ 
fective. Current law doesn’t pro¬ 
vide access to ABMT treatment 
for breast cancer patients be¬ 
cause it requires that a patient 
have two or fewer years to live 
before an independent review of 
the insurer’s denial is available.

Jerry Sloan, with Project Tocsin, 
noted in an e-mail message that 
last April, Lungren joined 10 other 
attorneys general, from Alabama, 
Colorado, Georgia, Idaho, Michi¬ 
gan, Mississippi, Missouri, Nebras¬ 
ka, South Carolina, and South 
Dakota, to file the brief in Hawaii 
opposing same-sex marriage. 

“The brief ended with this 
statement,” Sloan stated. “'Legal¬ 
izing same-sex marriage would be 
extremely divisive, impair inter- 
jurisdictional recognition of 
Hawaii marriages and related 
legal benefits, and severely strain 
Hawaii’s relations with the other 
49 states and the federal govern¬ 
ment. The state of Hawaii has a 
compelling interest in avoiding 


such consequences.’” 

Sloan said he’s been in contact 
with Lockyer’s staff about possi¬ 
ble action. 

“I talked to a high ranking 
member of his staff about this 
today who told me they are work¬ 
ing very hard to review the eight 
years of Lungren’s administration 
so they correct some of the dumb 
things he did but it is going to take 
some time for them to gather all 
of the information and to priori¬ 
tize it,” said Sloan on Tuesday, Jan¬ 
uary 12. 

Sloan added that it should be a 
simple matter of Lockyer writing 
to the Hawaii Supreme Court, 
asking that the state be removed 
from the brief. “We can not wait 
for his office to ‘prioritize’ and 
act,” said Sloan. “As we know in 
politics, the squeaky wheel gets 
the grease. We need to draw his at¬ 
tention to it so I am urging all res¬ 
idents of California to contact his 
office on this matter.”

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Act],” says Tafel. He rates its pas¬ 
sage “a distant possibility.” 

Kilbourn sees “a lot of mo¬ 
mentum on the hate crimes bill.” 
The Democratic sponsor in the 
Hotise, Charles Schumer of New 
York, moved to the Senate last 
week and HRC is discussing strat¬ 
egy of reintroducing the bill. The 
lead Republican co-sponsor is 
Florida conservative Bill McCol¬ 
lum. 

“In the wake of Matthew 
Shepard and a party that is per¬ 
ceived to be very insensitive,” 
Gunderson rated passage as “still 
viable. The question is not so 
much the issue of sexual orienta¬ 
tion, it’s some of the other issues 
that slowed it down last time.” 

Most observers see ENDA as 
less likely to advance. Gunderson 
said, “We have not done a good 
job of surfacing enough cases of 
blatant discrimination to con¬ 
vince certain members of Con¬ 
gress that they have an obligation 
to override state law.” 

Increased funding for AIDS 
may be harder to find this year, in 
part because President Clinton is 
promoting a major increase in 
military spending and Republi¬ 
cans are supportive. That means 
less money for other programs. 

“It is going to be an increas¬ 
ingly tough environment to get 
adequate funding for a whole host 
of programs,” said Kilbourn. 

Plus, said Tafel, “Republicans 
keep putting increases into AIDS 
drug programs and the president 
takes credit for it.” They may be¬ 
come less willing to do that work 
if they do not get credit for it. T 


Congress returns to work

U mpeachment dominated the 

rhetoric of Washington as 
H Congress returned for business 
last week. There is no true con¬ 
sensus about what to do with this 
tar baby. 

One school of thought argues 
that Congress should return to 
the nation’s business. The House 
is theoretically free to do so, while 
the Senate is charged with con¬ 
ducting, or not conducting, a trial 
of the president. But as an observ¬ 
er has noted, the Senate doesn’t 
really get all that active until May 
in most years anyway, as it waits 
for appropriations bills that must 
originate in the House. 

If impeachment “drags on and 
on, that does not bode well for 
our issues or anybody else’s is¬ 
sues,” said Seth Kilbourn, lobbyist 
for the Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC). “That is why we are urg¬ 
ing our friends on the Hill to get 
this over quickly.” 

Former Republican Congress¬ 
man Steve Gunderson “does not 
understand yet the magnitude of 
the acrimony following the im¬ 
peachment debate, whether that 
does or does not allow for any bi¬ 
partisan efforts in the next Con¬ 
gress.” 

The openly gay former con¬ 
gressman believes that "Washing¬ 
ton will continue to be increas-

the majesty of this room inspire 
us to go further than we’ve ever 
done.” Brown said that neither the 
mayor nor the supervisors can ef¬ 
fect change alone, but can bring 
about change working together 
and with other city departments 
and citizens. “Congratulations, 
Mr. President,” the mayor added. 

Following the swearing in, 
Ammiano introduced each board 
member, who was afforded the 
opportunity to make brief re¬ 
marks. All spoke of their desire to 
work together and with residents 
to come up with solutions for 
some of the city’s most pressing 
problems - the homeless, child 
care, and district elections that 
will return to San Francisco in 
2000 - during an afternoon of 
speeches that generally focused on 
the positive. All of the supervisors 
congratulated Ammiano on be¬ 
coming board president, which he 
won after being the top vote-get¬ 
ter in last November’s election. 

“It’s been an amazing eight 
months,” Leno said, referring to 
his appointment by Brown last 
April. “We don’t serve here indi¬ 
vidually, but as a board. And Tom, 
I wish you every blessing. The 
pride in the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender community is 
enormous today and I’m certain 
Harvey [Milk] is smiling.” 

During his remarks, Ammiano 
focused on district elections, not¬ 
ing that in two years there will be 
a supervisor representing every 
part of the city, which is not the 
case now. And, he pledged to 
work with the board on issues 
that might be controversial. “I also 
pledge on those issues where we’re 
not divided, I want to be a presi¬ 
dent who encompasses debate 
and respect.” 

Ammiano, a Muni Fast Pass 
holder who rides the troubled 
transit system daily, challenged his 
colleagues to follow the will of the 
voters when they passed a non¬ 
binding measure several years ago 


ingly irrelevant in the eyes of the 
American public and their daily 
lives.” 

Speaker Hastert 

J. Dennis Hastert, elected 
Speaker of the House on Wednes¬ 
day, January 6, is a blank slate to 
most people. The 57-year-old 
congressman has represented an 
Illinois district west of Chicago 
for a dozen years. The farmland of 
his youth is transitioning into a 
far bedroom community of that 
metropolis. 

“Other than the issue of health¬ 
care, he has not even attempted to 
do a lot of public speaking,” said 
Gunderson. Hastert is credited by 
most with playing a leading role in 
shaping the 1996 legislation that 
guarantees access to health insur¬ 
ance for people who change or lose 
their jobs. 

“The strength that Hastert 
brings is that he has been an in¬ 
sider within the party” who is well 
liked, said his former colleague. At 
the same time, he hasn’t been a 
vocal antagonist of Democrats 
and hence “a lightening rod” for 
opposition. 

Hastert’s voting record is solid¬ 
ly conservative, with 100 percent 
scores from the Christian Coali¬ 
tion and the American Conserva¬ 
tive Union. The American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) and 
HRC rate him a zero. 

Kilbourn pointed out that 


calling on board members to use 
public transportation. “Take 
Muni a couple of days a week,” he 
urged. 

Ammiano discussed the need 
for hate crime legislation and said 
he wants to hold public hearings 
in all the city’s neighborhoods. 
Regarding the homeless issue, 
Ammiano said he’d like to include 
homeless citizens in the discus¬ 
sions around possible solutions. 

“I will be a voice to create a cli¬ 
mate conducive to change,” he said.

“I was elected to 
be a voice for that public,” he said. 

New committee

Last week, before he took over 
as board president, Ammiano is¬ 
sued his committee assignments 
for the supervisors. His ally Yee 
will chair the powerful Finance 
and Labor Committee, and be 
joined by Bierman and Jose Med¬ 
ina. However, since Medina was 
named director of the California 
Department of Transportation by 
Governor Gray Davis, Ammiano 
will have the option of reshuffling 
the committees once the mayor 
names Medina’s replacement.

Hastert was the driving force be¬ 
hind the ban on federal funding 
for needle exchange programs, 
“So we have a lot of concerns.” 

“His past history suggests that 
he would not be favorable to our 
issues,” Kilbourn said. “But given 
the November election results, we 
are hoping that he will be a fair 
and bipartisan speaker. We are 
going to give him the benefit of 
the doubt for now and take a 
guardedly optimistic approach.” 

“He doesn’t have a good voting 
record,” admitted Rich Tafel, exec¬ 
utive director of Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans, “But we could do a lot 
worse.” He noted that Republican 
moderates strongly supported 
Hastert. 

“There is a difference between 


Southern Republicans and Mid¬ 
western Republicans, there tends 
to be a little bit more modera¬ 
tion,” Tafel continued. “He cer¬ 
tainly is not a right wing ideo¬ 
logue and he seems to have gotten 
the message that his job is to get 
things done.” 

Hastert is the second ranking 
Republican on the commerce 
subcommittee that reauthorized 
Ryan White AIDS services pro¬ 
grams. Tafel worked with the con¬ 
gressman’s staff on that bill. He 
says, “They had a really good ear 
for health care issues.”

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Shepard trial ignites 
death penalty debate

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utting anyone to death for 
"-'if the murder of Matthew 
ll Shepard is just as barbaric as 

tying the victim to a fence post and 
leaving him to die in sub-zero tem¬ 
peratures ,” says activist Michael 
Petrelis with Queer Watch. The 
fledgling three-member group has 
called upon national gay organiza¬ 
tions to condemn the death penal¬ 
ty in general and in particular its 
application in the Shepard case. 

Queer Watch’s main argu¬ 
ments center around belief that 
the death penalty does not deter 
crime, and its administration dis¬ 
criminates against racial, eco¬ 
nomic, and social minorities. The 
call is being raised online and in 
letters to the editor to various gay 
and lesbian newspapers. 

“Putting someone to death re¬ 
ally doesn’t solve the problem,” 
says Tracy Conaty, communica¬ 
tions director of the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF). 
It “is applied disproportionately 
against poor people and people of 
color in this country.” 

NGLTF is in the process of es¬ 
tablishing opposition to the death 
penalty as a formal policy state¬ 
ment of the organization. Conaty 
said that includes the Shepard case. 

At the other end of the debate 
is Log Cabin Republicans. Execu¬ 
tive Director Rich Tafel believes 
the death penalty does have a de- 
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terrent effect, though he concedes 
“there are good arguments on 
both sides.” Last year they called 
for seeking the death penalty 
against Shepard’s accused killers 
and applauded the county prose¬ 
cutor when he did so. 

Tafel argues that the killers 
“should be prosecuted to the full 
extent of the law. To do anything 
less would send the message that 
gays don’t deserve the fullest pro¬ 
tection of the law.” He cited ex¬ 
amples in Texas and the so-called 
“gay panic” defense where crimi¬ 
nals whose victims were gay re¬ 
ceived lighter sentences. 

David Smith, spokesman for 
the Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC), voiced a parallel, if perhaps 
less impassioned, view. He said 
that the group does not have a po¬ 
sition on the death penalty because 
it is not central to HRC’s purpose. 

HRC is calling for “the people 
who committed this crime to re¬ 
ceive equal justice.” The victim’s 
sexual orientation should “not be 
factored into whatever punish¬ 
ment is meted out,” says Smith. “It 
would be a horrible miscarriage of 
justice if the punishment was 
somewhat lesser because the vic¬ 
tim was gay, or black, or a woman, 
or Hispanic.” 

Beatrice Dohrn, legal director 
of the Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund, cited “the Bur- 
dine case, where a prosecutor ac¬ 
tually argued that putting a gay 
man in prison is like letting a kid 
into a candy store. He said you 
should put him [the murderer 
who was gay] to death rather than 
give him a life sentence.” 

That was the only instance 
Dohrn recalls where Lambda be¬ 
came involved with a death penal¬ 
ty case. “We didn’t go in there and 
say that the death penalty was im¬ 
moral,” but instead argued that 
sexual orientation should not be 
used as a discriminatory factor in

sentencing. 

She said that the death penalty 
hasn’t come up before but in light 
of the Shepard case, senior staff 
members are considering whether 
Lambda should formulate a posi¬ 
tion on the issue. “We are an or¬ 
ganization that is understood to 
make statements about what the 
law should be in an ideal world.” 

Dohrn noted that they work 
closely with other civil rights 
groups that are opposed to the 
death penalty, but “it isn’t at the 
core of our work.” She cautions that 
adopting policy “is not something 
we are going to do overnight.” The 
process involves approval by Lamb¬ 
da’s board of directors, which meets 
three times a year. 

Vic Basile is strongly opposed 
to the death penalty on a personal 
level. But the former executive di¬ 
rector of HRC and a former con¬ 
sultant to many gay organizations 
says, “It is stupid to take positions 
on issues that are not directly re¬ 
lated to the gay community. It 
takes them off focus, it loses peo¬ 
ple on either side of the issue.” 

“If you look at any constituen¬ 
cy group that has been successful, 
they don’t go all over the map on 
taking positions on things. They 
only have so much political capital 
to spend, and you spend it where 
you think it can make a difference. 
Frankly, I don’t think it makes any 
difference whether HRC comes 
out against the death penalty, it 
isn’t going to change anything.” 

Basile compared it to when 
NGLTF came out against the North 
American Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA). “Who the hell cares what 
they think about NAFTA, all they 
did was divide their base.” 

“The success of our movement 
is a function of how focused we 
are going to stay on the issues that 
are important to us,” he said. “If 
we get so diffused, we lose the 
ability to have an impact.” T 
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Gay activist appointed 
to Peace Corps

. f ictor J. Basile, the first exec¬ 
utive director of the Human 
Rights Campaign (HRC), 
has been appointed director of the 
Peace Corps’ office of private sec¬ 
tor cooperation and internation¬ 
al volunteerism. The position 
does not require Senate confirma¬ 
tion and he started his new job in 
December. 

“In a way I’m going back to 
something I know,” said Basile, 53. 
He worked 12 years in a variety of 
capacities in the domestic coun¬ 
terpart to the Peace Corps prior to 
his career in gay activism. “I am 
what I am, something of a knee- 
jerk, bleeding-heart liberal from 
the 1960s who is something of a 
do-gooder. That’s my personality.” 

In his new capacity Basile “will 
raise private sector funding in 
support of volunteer projects 
around the world.” He explained 
that the U.S. government appro¬ 
priation for the Peace Corps cov¬ 
ers only the stipends and trans¬ 
portation expenses of volunteers. 
Textbooks, tools, computers, and 
other physical things integral to 
the projects the volunteers work 
on must be provided through do¬ 
nations, either cash or in-kind. 


The original image of the 
Peace Corps was of recent college 
graduates working in what were 
then called third world countries. 
The current reality places a pre¬ 
mium on specific types of exper¬ 
tise and has attracted a broader 
age spectrum of volunteers. 

“We have a very large presence 
in Eastern Europe now, in Russia,” 
he said, “And last summer China 
opened up.” The Corps operates 
in 83 nations. Basile will also co¬ 
ordinate efforts with a dozen 
other countries, including Eng¬ 
land and Japan, that run similar 
programs. 

First HRC(F) director 

Basile is a gay activist of long 
standing. His volunteerism 
turned into a career in 1983 when 
he was hired as the first executive 
director of what was then called 
the Human Rights Campaign 
Fund. The group had been found¬ 
ed in 1980 as the political action 
committee (PAC) of the Gay 
Rights National Lobby, a group 
that later folded. Volunteers and 
consultants initially ran the orga¬ 
nization. But under Basile’s six 
year tenure, he grew HRCF to a $2 
million budget and staff of 20. 

“One of the things I used to get 
beat up on at HRCF was [lack of] 


Canadian gays sue 
for their rights

A gay rights group filed a law¬ 
suit against the federal gov¬ 
ernment of Canada for not 
giving same-sex couples the same 
rights as heterosexuals. 

Lawyers for the Foundation for 
Equal Families, representing gays 
and lesbians, filed the suit Thurs¬ 
day, January 7 in the Ontario 
provincial court, saying existing 
laws discriminate against same- 
sex couples in violation of the 
Charter of Rights. 

A spokeswoman for the group 
said, “The federal government has 
failed to bring their laws into 


compliance with the Constitu¬ 
tion, so today we say we will see 
you in court.” 

Among the changes the group 
seeks is the right for same-sex cou¬ 
ples to claim partners as depen¬ 
dents for taxation purposes and 
benefits under the Canada Pen¬ 
sion Plan for the surviving part¬ 
ner, after a same-sex spouse dies. 

The group says the federal gov¬ 
ernment has not moved fast 
enough to change 58 laws on the 
statute books, and it would cost 
gay rights groups millions of dol¬ 
lars and years of work to challenge 
each of those laws individually. 

The new suit challenges all 58 
laws simultaneously. ▼

At her inauguration ceremony 
on January 4, Connell spoke 
emotionally of the December 24 
death of one of the women who, 
while fighting for ABMT treat¬ 
ment, came to Sacramento with 
Connell to petition Wilson to 
make the treatment more avail¬ 
able. At the ceremony Connell 
recommitted herself to the issue 
saying, “She was a young woman 
and she left three small children 
- more than ever I am commit¬ 
ted to ensuring that never again 
will an insurance company come 
between a woman, her doctor 
and a cure.” 

On Monday, when the bill 
was introduced, Connell said, 
“This bill preserves hope for 
women battling breast cancer 
and their families and could 
mean the difference between life 
and death for many of them.” 


Migden and Connell are both 
fueled by a sense of outrage at 
the unfairness of the current sys¬ 
tem toward people who are ill. 
But this dynamic duo is doing a 
change-up while making their 
point.

Undetectable doesn't mean un-infectious

| | ew anti-HIV drugs can 
bring HIV levels in blood to 
I 1 below detectable levels, 
leading some HIV-positive people 
on therapy to wonder if they can 
now have unprotected sex without 
infecting their HIV-negative part¬ 
ners. Studies have long shown that 
people with higher virus levels are 
more infectious. More recent 
studies have shown that anti-HIV 
therapies that reduce virus levels 
in blood also reduce virus levels in 
semen. But don’t throw away the 
condoms just yet. Last month, re¬ 
searchers reported that they have 
still been able to find HIV-infected 
cells and infectious virus particles 
in semen even when HIV is unde¬ 
tectable in the blood. 

Virus levels, 
infectiousness link 

Several studies have found that 


higher viral load probably makes 
people more infectious: 

• Studies from early in the epi¬ 
demic found that having unpro¬ 
tected sex with HIV-positive peo¬ 
ple with AIDS is more likely to re¬ 
sult in HIV infection than having 
sex with asymptomatic HIV-pos- 
itive people. Because people with 
AIDS typically have higher virus 
levels in their blood than asymp¬ 
tomatic HIV-positive people, re¬ 
searchers have concluded that 
people with higher virus levels are 
more infectious. 

• Studies have also shown that 
pregnant mothers with high virus 
levels are more likely to transmit 
HIV to their babies before, dur¬ 
ing, or after delivery. 

• A 1997 study of people in¬ 
fected from blood transfusions 
(Mosley, American Journal of Epi¬ 
demiology) showed that study 
participants who transmitted HIV 
to their sexual partners had high¬ 
er virus levels than did non-trans¬ 
mitting patients.

Anti-HIV therapies reduce 
virus levels in semen 

Anti-HIV therapies that re¬ 
duce virus levels in blood can also 
reduce virus levels in semen: 

• A study published in AIDS in 
August of 1997 (Eron) showed 
that, in a group of 44 patients who 
started anti-HIV therapy, treat¬ 
ment resulted in a signifi¬ 
cant fall in the virus lev¬ 
els in semen that 
paralleled the reduc¬ 
tion of virus levels in 
blood. More pro¬ 
nounced reductions of 
HIV (RNA) in semen were 
observed as the effec¬ 
tiveness of treatment 
on blood HIV levels 
increased. Thirteen 
patients had unde¬ 
tectable HIV levels in blood on 
treatment and all of these also had 
undetectable levels of HIV in 
semen by culture and RNA analy¬ 
sis. In 19 of the 31 patients (62%) 
who still had HIV in their blood 
during treatment, semen HIV lev¬ 
els were below detection at fol¬ 
low-up. This group of researchers 
concluded that, “treatment-in¬ 
duced changes of HIV concentra¬ 
tion in blood are generally associ¬ 
ated with a corresponding change 
in seminal HIV” and that “potent 
antiretroviral therapy might re¬ 
duce the spread of HIV.” 

• A 1997 study conducted at 
the University of North Carolina 
Chapel Hill (Gilliam) showed that 
treating HIV infected men with 
anti-HIV medications cut the

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amount of virus in semen by 
about 90 percent. 

• In a study published in Au¬ 
gust of 1997 in the Journal of Vi¬ 
rology (Rinaldo), researchers re¬ 
ported that virus levels in semen 
and blood decreased markedly in 
six patients on combination anti- 
HIV therapy. 

• The controversial, but im¬ 
portant, AIDS Clinical Trials 
Group Study 076 showed 
that anti-HIV drug 
treatment of HIV-pos¬ 
itive mothers before 
and during delivery 
dramatically reduced 
the transmission of 
HIV to their children 
(along with drug 
therapy in the new¬ 
born after delivery). 
These findings have been rapidly 
introduced into clinical practice 
and have led to profound reduc¬ 
tions in the number of children 
born with HIV. 

Lower viral load in semen 
doesn’t mean you can’t 
infect someone 

Even if anti-HIV therapy re¬ 
duces viral load in semen, re¬ 
searchers have proved that the risk 
of infecting someone still exists: 

• A study published last month 
in the New England Journal of 
Medicine (Pomerantz) showed 
that HIV-infected cells and repli¬ 
cation-competent virus particles 
could still be found in the semen 
of men with undetectable viral 
loads in their blood. In this study, 
researchers collected blood and 
semen samples from seven men 
with HIV infection who were on 
anti-HIV therapy and who had no 
detectable virus (RNA below 50 
copies per milliliter) in blood. The 
researchers analyzed semen sam¬ 
ples from the seven men and, de¬ 
spite the long-term suppression of 
HIV in their blood, infected cells 
Harboring HIV DNA were detect¬ 
ed in four subjects. (These infect¬ 


ed cells could become activated in 
someone else’s body and cause in¬ 
fection.) The researchers also 
found virus particles (RNA) in 
the semen cells of two of the men. 

• The same researchers found 
that the viruses recovered from 
the semen cells of these patients 
had no mutations suggestive of 
resistance to anti-HIV drugs and 
were macrophage-tropic, a feature 
that is characteristic of HIV 
strains that are capable of being 
sexually transmitted. The re¬ 
searchers concluded that, “in 
HIV-infected men who are receiv¬ 
ing highly active antiretroviral 
therapy and who have no de¬ 
tectable levels of HIV in blood, 
the virus may be present in semen 
cells and therefore maybe capable 
of being transmitted sexually.” 

• Another study, conducted by 
researchers at Harvard and pub¬ 
lished in 1998 (Byrn), showed 
that HIV in semen arises from a 
genetically distinct virus reservoir 
- perhaps one which is not acces¬ 
sible to anti-HIV drugs. By 
demonstrating the difference in 
the ratio of uninfected cells to in¬ 
fected cells in blood and semen 
they concluded that the sources of 
infection were different. In addi¬ 
tion, infectious HIV was isolated 
from semen cells, but not from 
blood cells, of a man on triple 
combination therapy. The re¬ 
searchers noted the absence of 
major resistance mutations in the 
semen virus, indicating that it was 
replicating in isolation from the 
patient’s drug therapy. The re¬ 
searchers concluded that “there is 
a distinct compartmentalization 
of HIV in the semen of this study 
cohort” and that their findings 
“support the concept that semen 
HIV arises from an isolated reser¬ 
voir of infection.”

Paul Corser 

March 10,1961 — January 4,1999 

Paul Corser, an AIDS advocate who 
developed programs that enable people 
to gain access to HIV/AIDS information 
and treatments more quickly, died 
Monday, January 4, at his home in New 
York City. He was 37. 

Corser died of AIDS-related compli¬ 
cations, said Sally Morrison, his wife. 

In 1991, Mr. Corser, the Senior Pro¬ 
gram Officer for the American Founda¬ 
tion for AIDS Research (AmFAR), de¬ 
veloped and directed the Community- 
Based Clinical Trials Center program. 
The trials led to eventual regulatory ap¬ 
proval of several drugs now routinely 
used in AIDS care. 

In addition, Mr. Corser directed 
AmFAR’s program of support for clean 
needle exchange for HIV-infected sub¬ 
stance abusers, and served on the Board 
of the Lower East Side Harm Reduction 
Center. He also directed AmFAR’s ex¬ 
panded HIV/AIDS Treatment Directory. 

Born on March 10, 1961 in St. Paul, 
Minnesota, Mr. Corser was graduated 
from New York University. In addition 
to his wife, he is survived by his father 
Bartlett, his brothers Joseph, John, 
Michael, Patrick, and Thomas, and his 


sisters Anne and Elizabeth. 

A memorial service will be held at a 
later date.

a/k/a DR. ELIZABETH W. BYRNES 



Bom October 26, 1908 in Maplewood, NJ. Died January 8, 1999 at the Southwestern VT Medical Center in Bennington, 
VT. Betty’s dad had his own surgical supply store in Orange, NJ. Her older brother, Gary (deceased) was on the editorial staff 
of the Providence Journal for over 50 years. Her younger brother, Charles (deceased) ran the surgical supply store their father 
had started. Betty decided to go into the medical profession (when few women were doing that), and attended New York 
University, Women’s Medical College of Pennsylvania, and Temple University where she graduated in 1936. She interned at 
St. Barnabas Hospital in Newark, NJ where she had her fair share of knife wounds and razor slashes. In the late 1930’s, while 
on a trip to Perce, Canada, she met Claude Dem (deceased) whom she would marry on December 27, 1942. In 1939, she went 
on a four month cruise on a freighter around the world at a cost of $550. During the return from Cape Town, her ship was chased 
by a German torpedo boat for about four miles, but the freighter was never fired upon. In the early 1940’s she did her residency 
in pathology at St. Lukes Hospital in NYC. Later, Betty, Claude and their two sons, Bob and Claude, would move to Dorset, 
Vermont where she retired from medical practice and Claude became the “Strawberry King” of Dorset, VT. By 1960, the 
family needed funds the berries could not produce, and so Betty opened her own M.D. office in Dorset. She was an instant 
success, and well liked by all those who knew her. She drove a Willys 4-wheel drive Jeep and would often go on 50 mile round 
trips to see a sick patient, and then not charge them if they couldn’t afford to pay! In 1970, while on a vacation in Ajiiic, 
Mexico, one eye gave out, so she finally retired from active practice in 1972 and did well-baby clinics for a time. The town of 
Dorset organized a “Doc Betty’s Day” event at the Dorset Elementary School where about 300 people showed up to show Betty 
their appreciation. Plaques were given to her from the Manchester Rescue Squad, the Fire Department, and the Vermont State 
Police, as well as a scroll signed by hundreds of her admirers. Later she would occasionally be ship s physician on cruise ships, 
and also became very involved in entering cooking contests, and went to several finalist events over the years. During most of 
her time in Dorset, she also worked with the Dorset Playhouse, and performed in a number of plays. At times, she had also been 
a school bus driver, and girl’s hockey coach. She was a very caring woman, and one never to fuss about her own problems. 
From 1978 through 1998, she hardly ever missed a trip to San Francisco to share her birthday with her son. Bob, and was known 
by a number of people in San Francisco. She even attended a leather/SM AA meeting with Bob! She suffered a massive stroke 
on January 4, 1999 while in her home in Dorset. Betty is survived by her son. Bob Dem, a CPA in San Francisco, her son Claude 
Dem, a logger and contractor in Dorset, two grandchildren, Joyce Camp and David Dem, six great-grandchildren, and close 
friends Pat & Fred Carmichael, Arthur Jones, Patti & Keith Michl, Carol & Dom DeLuise, plus many others.

enough to leave. 

Every week or so in Safeway 
Heights our porches are littered 
with Day-Glo flyers announcing 
community meetings, where votes 
were recently taken to leave 
Koshland Park’s management to 
the star of The Texas Chain-Saw 
Massacre. 

The “concerned residents” - 
white property owners who ex¬ 
press concern for crime but 
wouldn’t lift a finger to stop it un¬ 
less it was their car alarm going 
off - see the numerous trees in the 
tiny park as a blight, 
and recently had 
most of them hacked 
to sap-bleeding stumps. 

Trunks and limbs lay rot¬ 
ting for months.

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Former SFAF editor has new 
teleconference series, publication

new organization, HIV 
Treatment Live!, will make 
i! %. its debut with a free, inter¬ 
active teleconference entitled “Al¬ 
tered Body Shape in HIV Disease: 
A Side Effect of Therapy?” this 
Wednesday, January 20. Three in¬ 
ternationally recognized medical 
experts will discuss and answer 
questions about unusual body 
changes experienced by some 
people living with HIV disease. 

The interactive telephone tele¬ 
conference series for HIV-positive 
people and their caregivers is the 
newest project being undertaken 
by Dr. Ron Baker, who left the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF) last November after work¬ 
ing there 15 years. Baker is also 
editor-in-chief of a new Internet 
publication, 

HIVandHepatitis.com, which he’ll 
launch February 1 during the 
sixth Conference on Retroviruses 
and Opportunistic Infections in 
Chicago. 

The January 20 teleconference 
on “lipodystryphy,” the body fat 
redistribution afflicting some 
people undergoing therapy 
against HIV, will begin at 5 p.m. 
local time. Participants can listen 
to the medical panel discussion, 
and make comments or ask ques¬ 
tions using any touch-tone tele¬ 
phone. It is free and open to the 
public, but participants must reg¬ 
ister in advance by calling toll-free 
1-800-880-5121. 

“I’m really excited about it. It’s 
an opportunity for people to talk 
to experts without having to go 
anywhere,” Baker told the Bay 
Area Reporter. He added that an¬ 
other organization, the AIDS 
Wasting Foundation, is co-spon- 
soring the teleconference, which is 
being supported by an education¬ 
al grant from Serono Laborato¬ 
ries. 

The teleconference will focus 
on the emerging new syndrome 
that has led to disfiguring changes 
in body shape among some HIV-

are not infectious. But, the studies 
above show that, while you may 
indeed by less infectious, the risk 
of infecting someone is not zero. 
Dr. Jeff Martin from UCSF’s Cen¬ 
ter for AIDS Prevention Studies 
(CAPS) says, “from a theoretical 
viewpoint, it is quite likely that the 
new drugs lower one’s infectivity 
by the reducing the amount of 
virus in semen but whether this 
goes to zero is unknown. The 
smart bet is that it doesn’t go to 
zero chance of infecting another 
person.” 

And there’s another complica¬ 
tion - if you do end up infecting 
someone, it could be with drug- 
resistant virus. Recent studies 
have documented that drug resis¬ 
tant HIV can be transmitted to 
your partner if you fail therapy. 
And the results can be catastroph¬ 
ic, warns Project Inform’s Brenda 
Lein. “When someone is infected 
with drug resistant HIV, the likeli¬ 
hood of that individual benefiting 
from current anti-HIV approach¬ 
es diminishes leaving them, per¬ 
haps, in the same situation people 
were in during the 1980s, with lit¬ 
tle or no therapy options.” ▼ 


positive individuals. Physical 
manifestations of the syndrome 
include a loss of fat in the arms, 
legs, buttocks, and face, and an ac¬ 
cumulation of fat in the abdomen 
(“protease paunch”), breasts, and 
neck (“buffalo hump”). The phe¬ 
nomenon is global, with its ap¬ 
pearance noted among HIV pa¬ 
tients in Australia, North Ameri¬ 
ca, Asia, and Europe. Although 


the exact cause of the syndrome 
remains unclear, the available ev¬ 
idence suggests a connection to 
the use of protease inhibitor ther- 
apy. 

Preliminary efforts are under¬ 
way to better understand the syn¬ 
drome, but research on this un¬ 
usual condition has only just 
started. The medical panel for the 
teleconference includes three men 
who are internationally known as 
experts on the syndrome: Dr. 
Donald Kotler, professor of med¬ 


icine at Columbia University Col¬ 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons; 
Dr. Andrew Carr, staff specialist at 
St. Vincent’s Hospital in Sydney, 
Australia; and Dr. Gabriel Torres, 
co-director of the Bentley-Salick 
Medical Practices in New York 
City. The panel also includes 
Baker and Matthew Sharp, a per¬ 
son with symptoms of the syn¬ 
drome and a member of ACT 


UP/Golden Gate. 

The panel will discuss and an¬ 
swer questions about the syn¬ 
drome, including symptoms, pos¬ 
sible causes, potential treatment, 
and ongoing and planned studies. 
Within 24 hours after the telecon¬ 
ference, people can listen to a 
taped replay of the program by 
calling another toll-free number, 
1-888-207-2647, access code 
1967. 

Baker said HIV Treatment 
Live! plans other teleconferences, 


including one from the retrovirus 
conference next month. People 
can ask questions prior to the tele¬ 
conference via e-mail by writing 
ronbakersf@aol.com. 

New Internet publication 

Regarding the upcoming 
launch of HIVandHepatitis.com, 
Baker said the idea was an out¬ 
growth of his experience editing 
SFAF’s Bulletin of Experimental 
Treatment for AIDS, or BETA. The 
difference, he said, is that instead 
of lengthy articles, the Internet 
publication will focus on publish¬ 
ing stories in real time. “The idea 
is to give people quick, immediate 
information about treatment,” 
Baker said. 

His decision to include hepati¬ 
tis B and C was easy, since there’s 
“such an overlap” among the dis¬ 
eases. 

The publication will focus on 


news and commentary on treat¬ 
ment and vaccines for HIV and 
hepatitis B and C. Daily news cov¬ 
erage from the retrovirus confer¬ 
ence is planned. 

“I’m going to try and keep the 
information concise,” he said. “It’s 
not going to be like BETA, which 
has 5,000 word articles.” 

Right now Baker is in the final 
stages of getting the publication 
ready for its February 1 launch. 
“I’m running on excitement and 
really enjoying it,” he added. “After 
working at the foundation for 15 
years, I felt I really wanted to go 
and do my own thing.” T

S "V f William Friedkin’s grim gay thriller 
( M Cruising (1980) continues to send some 
V '“1 queens, leather and otherwise, into seizures, 
The Boys in the Band (1970), by the same di¬ 
rector, has taken on the aura of a sacred text of mod¬ 
ern queerdom. And rightly so. This scathing but ulti¬ 
mately sympathetic group portrait of a gay birthday 
party that virtually self-destructs before the terrified 
eyes of mainstream audiences was the first Hollywood 
feature to take a close-up look at queer culture. In 
spite of a plethora of topical or dated references — 
“midnight cowboys,” marijuana hidden in Band-Aid 
boxes, Maria Montez — the Film is brilliantly acted 
and has an emotional clarity and power that hasn’t 
dimmed over the years. It was also a breakthrough in 
obtaining an R rating from the usually prudish 


MPAA, which the year before had given the dreaded X 
to both Midnight Cowboy and The Killing of Sister 
George, which mined some of the same territory. 

Much of what makes The Boys in the Band so en¬ 
joyable today is Mart Crowley’s superbly dishy dia¬ 
logue, which in sheer volume and vitriol preempts all 
its predecessors, gay and straight. Even classics like All 
About Eve, touted for its great theatrical script, pales 
beside the boys’ barrage of verbal pyrotechnics. Words 
are both the weapons and the armor in their endless 
skirmishes, and many of these words have found a 
permanent place in the culture. Surely not a day goes 
by without some queen, somewhere, quoting Emory’s 
“Who do you have to fuck to get a drink around 
here?” or Harold’s acid bon mot, “Michael has counter¬

Theatre Rhino mounts his new play

’' v onnie Larsen believes in 
truth in advertising. If you 

- write a play about making 
porn, you call it Making Porn. 
And if you call a play 10 Naked 
Men, then you give audiences 10 
naked men. 

Larsen, a 29-year-old erstwhile 
San Franciscan, is back in the city 
to direct the local premiere of JO 
Naked Men at Theatre Rhino, 
where he will also appear on stage 
as one of the title characters. It 
was in 1993 in Rhino’s smaller 
Studio theater that Larsen, then a 
struggling local director and pro¬ 
ducer, made his playwriting debut 
and found his theatrical salvation. 

The play was Scenes From My 
Love Life, and true to form, it was 
based on Larsen’s sexual adven¬ 
tures in San Francisco, especially 
his experiences in the realm of 
phone sex. “That really changed 
my life, that I could write some¬ 
thing that people were interested 
in,” Larsen said in a recent inter¬ 
view. “I had failed so miserably in 
San Francisco for two or three 
years. Nothing I produced was 
stuff I would want to put in my 
scrapbook.” 

He trundled that play around 
the country, but it was Making 
Porn, which also got its start in the 
Studio theater, that transformed 
Larsen into a theatrical force. 
With the attention-grabbing cast¬ 
ing of a series of real-life porn 
stars, the play became a long-run 
off-Broadway hit in New York, 
and has since spread across the 
country and even the globe. 

He’s been back to New York 
twice with new plays, The All- 
Male Peepshow and most recently, 
10 Naked Men. But he wasn’t fully 
satisfied with what emerged on 
stage with the newer play, a situa¬ 
tion that he hopes his reworked 
script for the Theatre Rhino pro¬ 
duction will rectify. At that point, 
he may take it back to New York 
and Los Angeles with members of 
the San Francisco cast for new- 
and-improved engagements. 

“We all get lumped into the 
category of nudie plays, but I’ve 
spent a year working on this,” 
Larsen said. “You’ll see it has 
structure and a story, and it’s not 
just people shaking their penises.” 

Love for sale 

The story centers on an over¬ 
weight actor, played by Larsen, 
who arrives in Los Angeles, where 
he discovers everyone is for sale. 
But Larsen, who said he’s paid for 
sex maybe 15 times and sold him¬ 
self to a handful of elderly men in 
his slimmer teen years, isn’t 
putting it down. “I’m fascinated 
about the relationship between 
sex and money,” he said, “and I 
don’t think prostitution is a bad 
thing. I think it’s an interesting 
thing.” 

The play threads together sev¬ 
eral stories of hustlers and actors 
and agents. “It’s very sexual and 
very nasty,” Larsen said. “Someone 
pays to get peed on, someone else 
to get led around on a leach, and 
my character pays to get raped.” 

With the exception of Larsen 
and Los Angeles-based video porn 
producer Gino Colbert, the pro¬ 
duction has been cast locally. “It’s 
been tricky because the play is so

verbal and fast-paced,” he said. 

Larsen recruited one of his 
performers from the stage show at 
the Campus Theatre. “I needed 
someone hot to be our poster 
boy,” he said. “I think of myself as 
much as a businessman as a play¬ 
wright. I don’t ever want to be a 
starving artist again.” 

Larsen grew up in a Mormon 
household in Bakersfield, but 
where dressing up like Boy 
George in high school didn’t 
bring him any grief. In fact, he 
was elected class president, even 
drawing more votes than the foot¬ 
ball quarterback. “I think people 
admired that I wasn’t afraid to be 
different,” he said. “Too bad I was 
a shitty president.” 

After a detour to New York, 
Larsen wound up in Fresno, 
where he first teamed with Caryn 
Horwitz, who remains his pro¬ 
ducing partner. (She is currently 
in Australia staging a production 
of Making Porn.) They arrived in 
San Francisco in 1992, hoping to 
present serious plays, but became 
disillusioned by the local theater 
scene. “Finally, Caryn said, ‘Why 
don’t you write a play about your 
love life? That’s been an interest¬ 
ing story.’” 

Scenes From My Love Life be¬ 
came the first in a series of what 
he calls “ghetto plays,” works that 
are intended expressly for gay au¬ 
diences. “I always hear, ‘I don’t 
want to be labeled a gay play¬ 
wright’ and ‘I don’t want just gay 
men watching my plays.’ Well, 
fuck that. 10 Naked Men was not 
written for my grandmother.” 

Larsen does have some ideas 
for mainstream plays, including 
one inspired by his own experi¬ 
ence of being put up for adoption 
as an infant by his mother, who 
was just 14 at the time, and their 
subsequent reconnection. But 
that doesn’t mean Larsen is aban¬ 
doning the ghetto. 

“I’m working on another play 
called Cocksucker: A Love Story, 
about a guy who’s obsessed with 
anonymous oral sex, decides to 
try dating, and in the end realizes 
that what he really wants is 
anonymous oral sex.” It’s another 
play based on his experiences. 

“I’m obsessed with sex, and 
that’s what I write about,” Larsen 
said. “But I have no fantasies. My 


plays are about reality, about 
pulling back the curtain. It’s all 
about disillusionment.” ▼

He is what he is 


Broadway veteran Lee Roy Reams talks shop

i % till smarting from a summer 
flop on Broadway, Lee Roy 
Reams has picked himself 
up, brushed himself off, and put a 
little more mascara on. “When 
you get thrown from a horse,” the 
veteran song-and-dance man 
said, “you’ve got to be brave and 
continue to work and create.” 

And so Reams finds himself in 
San Jose, ringing in a new year by 
returning to an old favorite. Star¬ 
ring as the female impersonator 
Albin in the Jerry Herman musi¬ 
cal version of La Cage aux Tolies 
for the American Musical The¬ 
atre, Reams is doing what he likes 
best: working. “You can’t always 
sit around waiting for the new 
Stephen Sondheim or Hal Prince 
musical,” he said. “I like to work.” 

Reams had been hoping to get a 
little more work from An Evening 
With Jerry Herman, a celebration 
of the Broadway tunesmith’s works 
that Reams staged and co-starred 
in. But the run was truncated, ac¬ 
cording to Reams, because of a 
“very mean-spirited review” in The 
New York Times that left him shak¬ 
en. “It hurts,” he said. “It makes you 
want to pull back. Here was Jerry 
Herman, sitting at the piano, deal¬ 
ing with all the things that he has 
dealt with, singing‘I’ll Be Here To¬ 
morrow.’ I don’t see how anyone 
could not be affected by it.” 

After the reviews came out, 
Reams received a comforting call 
from Carol Channing, who was 


responsible for establishing the 
long-running association between 
Reams and Herman more than 20 
years ago. After he worked with 
Channing in her 1974 production 
of Lorelei, she chose him to play 
Cornelius Hackl in the 1978 re¬ 
vival tour of Jerry Herman’s Hello, 
Dolly! A few years ago, he directed 
Channing in what he said would 
be her final fling as Dolly. 

His affiliation with La Cage 
aux Folles goes back to 1988, when 
he first played Albin at the Paper 
Mill Playhouse in New Jersey. 
There have been several more re¬ 
gional productions since then, as 
well as a touring edition that 
brought him to San Francisco in 
1994. The reviews for that pro¬ 
duction were largely unfavorable, 
and Reams conceded that “the 
critics were not incorrect.” 

As for the production opening 
this week in San Jose, he said, 
“You do the best you can with 
what you’re given. You open up 
the door to the shelf and say, well, 
this is what I have to make dinner 
with. But people I know who have 
worked there have liked it and 
said the people there are nice.” 

It’s been several years since 
Reams donned the wigs, makeup, 
and padding to transform him 
into Zaza, Albin’s onstage alter 
ego who brings down the first-act 
curtain declaring “I Am What I 
Am.” “I’m really enjoying getting 
back to the role,” Reams said. “I 
forgot how much fun it is to do.” 

He hasn’t forgotten the letter 
he received several years ago from 


Lee Roy Reams, and as Zaza in La Cage aux Folles

a woman after she saw him in the 
show. “She and her husband had 
stopped all contact with their son 
when they found out he was ho¬ 
mosexual. She said, ‘I called my 
son today, and I wanted to thank 
you.’ That’s one reason I continue 
to do the show.” 

Breaking out 

Growing up in Covington, Ky., 
Reams often felt ostracized, not so 
much by his parents, but by his 
high-school peers. “Queer. Faggot. 
Homo. Sissy. You name it, I was 
called it,” he said. “Once they knew 
I sang and danced, watch out, it 
was awful. Covington was just a 
bunch of hillbillies who wanted to 
fuck the girls and play football. 
Graduating was like getting out of 
Leavenworth. I headed across the 
river, to the University of Cincin¬ 
nati, which was like walking 
through the gates of heaven.” 

After arriving in New York, 
Reams got his first break when 
Juliet Prowse chose him as one of 
the dancers for her nightclub act. 
In 1969, it was Richard Rodgers 
who personally selected Reams to 
play Will Parker in a revival of 
Oklahoma! at Lincoln Center. The 
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very next year, he was on Broad¬ 
way in Applause, playing the gay 
hairdresser/confidante to Lauren 
Bacall’s Margo Channing. 

“I was advised by people in the 
business not to take the role be¬ 
cause I would be type-cast, that it 
would hurt my image. What 
image? I didn’t have one. I just 
wanted to get out of the goddamn 
chorus. I never thought of myself 
as a chorus dancer. In my mind, 
everyone was looking at me.” 

But Reams feels he has suffered 
from type-casting, first because he 
played a homosexual hairdresser 
in his Broadway debut, and then 
because he sang and danced for 
eight years as the perky Billy 
Lawlor in 42nd Street. “I don’t 
think anyone has an idea of what 
my depth as an actor is,” he said. “I 


desperately wanted to do Phan¬ 
tom of the Opera, but Hal Prince 
said, ‘You don’t have the darkness.’ 
The role in La Cage is about as 
deep as I’ve been allowed to get.” 

But he keeps busy. Reams, who 
has been partnered for 30 years 
with a former advertising execu¬ 
tive, doesn’t get to spend much 
time in their two homes. A reno¬ 
vation project on their Manhattan 
brownstone is years behind 
schedule and a small fortune over 
budget. “And so,” Reams said, “I 
put a little more mascara on.” T

A wife who claims to be 
happy slowly reveals to an unseen 
neighbor the reality of her loveless 
marriage, as well as her sexual 
awakening in the arms of a young 
teacher. In the end, she snaps 
under the assaults of her jealous 
husband, abusive brother-in-law, 
sex-crazed lover, and peeping-tom 
neighbor. Mitchell holds our inter¬ 
est through the 50-minute mono¬ 
logue, bringing this woman’s 
world to life even as an increasing¬ 
ly slapstick tone takes over. 

Attention may wander at times 
during “The Freak Mommy,” the 
first of two monologues that 
make up the second act, though 
by its conclusion, Mitchell has us 
back in her spell. The piece tells a 
rambling tale of a renegade moth¬ 
er and wife who unwisely seeks 
refuge in a church from the police 
instructed to return her to her 
family. 

Mitchell has no trouble hold¬ 
ing our interest in the final mono¬ 
logue, in which she invites her 
lover into her parents’ home for 
furtive sex. Tired of his slam-bang 
manner, she-finds sexual satisfac¬ 
tion in a way that Mitchell com¬ 
municates with abandon. This is 
a show that can legitimately claim 
to have a climactic conclusion. ▼

'Orgasmo Adulto Escapes From the Zoo'

^1P he rabble-rousing theater of 
Dario Fo, recent winner of 
the Nobel Prize, hasn’t 
found the success in this country 
that it has in Fo’s native Italy. And 
it isn’t just a language thing. Pro¬ 
ductions of key Fo plays like The 
Accidental Death of an Anarchist 
and Can’t Pay? Won’t Pay! thrived 
in-London while their New York 
counterparts quickly expired. Not 
surprisingly, San Francisco, which 
even has its own FoFest, has pro¬ 
vided a warmer welcome to the 
social, cultural, sexual, and eco¬ 
nomic agitations that Fo invari¬ 
ably provides. 

In renewed vogue right now is 
Orgasmo Adulto Escapes From the 
Zoo, a 22-year-old collection of 
monologues for women written 
by Fo and his wife and frequent 
collaborator, Franca Rame. Los 
Angeles actress Francesca Franti 
had an autumn hit at the Marsh 
with four pieces from the collec¬ 
tion, while San Francisco actress 
Shelley Mitchell scored with a 
program of Orgasmo monologues 
at the Fringe Festival and the Exit 


Theatre. It is Mitchell’s Orgasmo 
that is back on view, this time at 
the Shelton Theatre. 

Adapted for the American 
stage in the early ’80s by Estelle 
Parsons, who performed the en¬ 
tire five-hour collection over two 
nights at the New York Shake¬ 
speare Festival, Orgasmo didn’t 
vary Fo’s unhappy New York track 
record. “Although Miss Parsons is 
an accomplished actress,” Frank 
Rich wrote in The New York 
Times, “she doesn’t often over¬ 
come the hectoring and at times 
maudlin tone of the writing.” But 
that isn’t the impression I took 
away from my First encounter 
with Orgasmo with Mitchell as the 
guide. 

In the three monologues cho¬ 
sen by Mitchell, running about 
two hours, Fo and Rame’s words 
emerge as insightful, inventive, 
and often humorous. Mitchell, 
whose decade living in Italy sure¬ 
ly helps lend an air of authentici¬ 
ty, performs them memorably, 
sensitively, and with versatility. 

The first act is comprised of “A 
Woman Alone,” the only mono¬ 
logue in Mitchell’s program that 
was also heard at the Marsh. That’s

Ally Sheedy in High Art 


High Art

T he only thing that High Art 
has in common with Billy’s 
Kiss is a gay protagonist who 
is also a photographer. We are on 
another planet here, and Lisa 
Cholodenko gets the world of 
High Art right with her literate and 
touching screenplay about the 
politics of the art world as seen by 
Nan Goldin, the artist on whom 
the fictional Lucy Berliner is 
based. As Lucy, Ally Sheedy is a 
revelation. The former Brat Pack¬ 
er delivers a moving, finely nu- 
anced performance as a tough yet 
vulnerable Manhattan photogra¬ 
pher who gets the girl. Equally fine 
is Radha Mitchell, the photo mag 
editor who finds herself unexpect¬ 
edly falling in love with another 
woman.

charm.” And even straight audi¬ 
ences no doubt filed away for later 
use comments like Michael’s “One 
thing you can say for masturba¬ 
tion; you don’t have to look your 
best.” 

Initial reaction to The Boys in 
the Band was mixed at best. Crit¬ 
ics mostly approved, with the no¬ 
table exception of the arguably 
homophobic Pauline Kael, who 
also hated Friedkin and rejected 
anything he did. Variety, which 
usually applied commercial rather 
than critical criteria, said it 
“drags” but thought it had “per¬ 
verse interest.” A measure of some 
of the confusion around the mar¬ 
keting of homosexuality at the 
time can be gleaned from the re¬ 
action of the Los Angeles Times. 
While a critic there praised it as 
“unquestionably a milestone,” the 
advertising department refused to 
accept its ads. (“It’s not a musical” 
was the threatening tagline.) For 
Time magazine, more liberal then 
than'now, The Boys in the Band 
was a plea for tolerance, a “hu¬

Research trip 

Crowley himself was mostly 
pleased with Friedkin’s rendering. 
He sought out the director based 
partly on Harold Pinter’s enthusi¬ 
asm for Friedkin’s filmed version 
of The Birthday Party, and Crow¬ 
ley and the director became close 
friends, even going to Fire Island 
to do “research.” (In a celebrated 
story, Friedkin describes being 
cruised there and intending to 
trick but chickening out, much 
like the straight character Alan in 
the film.) Crowley liked the way 
the director opened up Pinter’s 
play, but Friedkin mostly took the 
opposite tack in adapting Boys. 
There are a few set-up scenes at 
the beginning — Emory memo¬ 
rably mincing down the street 
looking for a hustler-present, 
Donald sneaking books out of a 
Doubleday’s — but mostly the ac¬ 
tion, like the characters’ lives, is 
internalized and insulated against 
the assaults of the hostile world. 

Crowley and Friedkin had a 
gentleman’s agreement not to en¬ 
gage in the kind of screaming 
matches that both were apparently 
noted for, and this simpatico no 
doubt explains some of the very fo¬ 
cused intensity of what they creat¬ 
ed. They also collaborated on what 
would be excised from the play. 
Some of these cuts were dictated by 
simple time constraints — Emory’s 
elaborate explanation of how he 
found his husder, for example, was 
easily dropped (much as we’d love 
to see Emory doing or saying any¬ 
thing). Other edits were problem¬ 
atic; cutting Hank and Larry’s early 
dialogue about a fidelity agreement 
drains some of the power from 
their later encounters about this 


subject. On the other hand, the 
deletion of Michael’s long mono¬ 
logue about being turned gay by his 
mother challenges claims that 
Friedkin and Crowley simply 
mined stereotypes. 

The Boys in the Band was not 
as big a success commercially as 
some may think, given its secure 
place in the firmament of instant¬ 
ly recognizable films. Some of its 
business may have been preempt¬ 
ed by queer critics, who were 
some of the harshest. (Friedkin 
would learn a lesson from this; 
Cruising begins with a groveling 
disclaimer that says the film is 
“not meant to be representative of 
the whole” gay community.) The 
late Vito Russo, author of The Cel¬ 
luloid Closet, no doubt spoke for 
many in being conflicted about it, 
calling it both “not positive” and 
“fair” in the same sentence. But 
ultimately he condemns it as a 
kind of Green Pastures for queers 
and a lamentable exercise in self- 
loathing. This narrow interpreta¬ 
tion misses the sheer magnetism, 
humor and power of these super¬ 
queens. Missing too from most 
discussions of the film is the fact 
that, as tied to its time and its sub¬ 
culture as it is, Friedkin pushes 
the drama onto a wider canvas of 
human frailty and limitations and 
lost dreams. “I never understood 
any of it” is Michael’s bitter part¬ 
ing comment, pointing not to 
“the plight of the homosexual” 
but to larger questions that far 
outweigh the nagging little ones 
of what sweater to wear and how 
much to pay the hustler. ▼

ow in its fourth year, the 
Berlin & Beyond festival 
(the “Beyond” part is Aus¬ 
tria and Switzerland) includes five 
worthy features of special interest 
to queer audiences hungry for 
representation. Thankfully, 
though, the homo characters on 
display are mostly individualized, 
not simply mirrors of the com¬ 
munity. They include an aging 
thieving queen who steals his 
daughter’s boyfriend, a David 
Bowie-like spaceman who has a 
tryst with two bisexual women’, a 
teenage male groupie enslaved by 
a heroin-addicted rocker, and an 
18th-century bisexual mad poet. 
(A fifth film, the admirable Love¬ 
ly Lies, was shown at the 1996 fes¬ 
tival and won’t be reviewed here.) 


Martin Feifel as poet 
Friedrich Holderlin 


Opening the festival is one of 
the more epic entries. Rider of the 
Flames, directed by Nina Grosse, 
looks at the opera-worthy life of 
26-year-old poet Friedrich 
Holderlin (Martin Feifel), a 
bedraggled, strapping hunk from 
the 18th century who wouldn’t 
look out of place in a Calvin Klein 
ad. The confused Holderlin di¬ 
vides his affections between his 
employer’s wife (he works as a 
tutor in their home) and his lust¬ 
ful patron, Baron Sinclair. He’s 
obsessed with Susette (Marianne 
Denicourt) but almost as accom¬ 
modating to the Baron, who can’t 
keep his hands off Holderlin’s 
beautiful, well-displayed body. 
The film mines most of the cliches 
of the “bisexual mad poet” genre 
— sudden illness, revenge, insan¬ 
ity — but the actors are fetching, 
the period detail is rich, and the 
theatrics are only intermittently 
cheesy. Oh yes, there’s also that 
charmingly vulgar interlude in- 


directed by Marcel Gisler. Beni 
(Vincent Branchet) is a 15-year- 
old sylphlike Swiss boy in the 
early 1970s whose main pleasure 
in life is music. He attaches him¬ 
self to Fogl (Frederic Andrau), the 
moody leader of a proto-punk 
band called The Minks. But poor 
Beni’s in over his head; Fogl’s a 
self-consumed junkie who abuses 
his eager little pal, turning him 
into a slobbering slave and a 
whore for rich guys. Some of the 
scenes are too foolish to be effec¬ 
tive — Beni’s demented romp 
with a real dog through a forest is 
more laughable than affecting — 


but the film is a rarity in its un¬ 
sparing look at the woeful life of a 
groupie. Aficionados of unclothed 
flesh will enjoy the film’s un¬ 
abashed efforts in this direction, 
and fans of Velvet Goldmine will 
find it a useful cross-comparison 
in examining the same period and 
some of the same themes. But in 
its best moments, F. Is a Bastard 
stands on its own in exposing the 
most squalid details of a doomed 
romance. ▼

volving strolling players and a 
giant dildo. 

Equally vulgar and entirely 
charming is Hermine Huntge- 
burth’s comedy The Trio. Goetz 
George, one of Germany’s popu¬ 
lar TV actors, is wonderful as 
Zobel, a selfish, sex-crazed old 
queen who struts around in 
movie-star glasses and mink. He’s 
a scam artist and thief who’s 
trained his daughter Lizzi (Jean¬ 
nette Hain) in the same nefarious 
activities, and he has a doltish, 
whiny boyfriend, Karl (Christian 
Redl), whom he forces to dress up 
in drag. Enter sexy young Rudolf 
(Felix Eitner), a petty thief who 
wants to learn the biz. Rudolf 
turns out to have skills of his own; 
he carries on a secret affair with 
Zobel, who’s more than twice his 
age, almost under the nose of 
Lizzi, his supposed girlfriend. This 
consistently funny film takes a re¬ 
freshing view of bisexuality as a 
natural state, and it brazenly plays 
up the details. Zobel and Rudolf 
have a sweaty tryst in a shower, in 
their tacky trailer, anyplace the 
mood hits them when Lizzi runs 
off for cigarettes or a bath. Of 
course, Lizzi has her own pecca¬ 
dilloes that are also given plenty of 
play: a bad temper that equals her 
father’s, and a particular fondness 
for public sex. Penis-spotters will 
find much to love in the film’s ca¬ 
sual presentation of male nudity. 

Back from the future 

Bisexuality also provides much 
of the energy in Tiger-Striped 
Woman Waits for Tarzan, a 
thoughtful sci-fi drama directed 
by Rudolf Thome. A white-haired 
man, Frank MacKay (Herbert 
Fritsch), comes from the future, 


where there are no women, in 
search of “Laura Luna,” the author 
of the book whose title is also the 
film’s. His adventures are mostly 
what we’d expect, showing us our 
wacky primitive habits (like 
smoking cigarettes) through fresh 
eyes. But like The Trio, the film 
also offers pleasurable tableaux of 
bisexuality as an ideal state as 
Frank sleeps with two women 
who show just as much interest in 
each other. 

Equally romantic but perhaps 
less healthy is the core relation¬ 
ship in F. Is a Bastard, written and

Thomas Ades''Powder Her Face' on CD

| y the evil machinations of 
an uncaring fate, I caught a 
few minutes of the PBS tele¬ 
cast of Andre Previn’s A Streetcar 
Named Desire over the holidays. It 
was the scene in which the carnal¬ 
ly insatiable Blanche DuBois se¬ 
duces an unsuspecting (and ulti¬ 
mately unsatisfied) paperboy. As 
seen on the tube, Jeffrey Lentz 
looked even more luscious than 
he did in the Opera House, and 
the otherwise distracted Renee 
Fleming’s sudden fixation on him 
had a certain compelling — well, 
logic. But anyone unfamiliar with 
the Tennessee Williams play 
would have been justified in 
thinking that the only reason this 
tryst didn’t proceed to a climax — 
the music’s, if not the paperboy’s 
— was the pithing drone of 
Previn’s characterless, rambling 
score. 

The experience sent me reeling 
back to the new EMI recording of 
Thomas Ades’ Powder Her Face, in 
particular to the passage that 
boasts opera’s only on-stage 
blowjob. In Scene Four, the lone¬ 
ly Duchess of Argyll, with an itch 
she just can’t scratch, cor¬ 
ners a room-service 
waiter and goes down 
on him — to music, 
gaudy, florid vocal 
music. 

The searing scene 
is, you should pardon 
the puns, a real hum¬ 
dinger. 

The 

Duchess’ 
carefully 
scored hum while performing fel¬ 
latio recalls the one successful 
moment in Previn’s score, Stella’s 
hummed descant recalling sex 
with Stanley — though the 
Duchess’ trills en flagrante consid¬ 
erably outdo Stella’s post-coital 
reverie. Instead of departing both¬ 
ered and bewildered like the pa¬ 
perboy, the waiter in Powder, in 
the acute text of Philip Hensher’s 
libretto, answers her question, 
“Have I seen you before?” with a 
droll, “Last April. The same story,” 
packs up the beef and leaves. 


The comparison of the two 
operas is invidious and perhaps 
unfair. But to anyone who loves 
opera and cares about its future 

— and wants or needs to believe 
that somewhere in the dark fir¬ 
mament of opera today there is 
someone whose artistic vision 
goes beyond the hay to be made 
from his Blockbuster Video card 

— the arrival of Ades, with his 
magical Powder, spells hope. 

Deep impact 

Not since Benjamin Britten 
has a young gay composer (also, 
incidentally, 

British) made 
such a mete¬ 


oric appear¬ 
ance, or hit the 
international 


music scene 
with such im¬ 
pact, as the 27- 
year-old Ades. 

In a time when 
the struggle of 
composers in 
general, and 
opera composers 
in particular, to 
find a viable musical vocabulary 
and rhetoric is conspicuous even 
to lay audiences, the freshness of 
Ades’ compositional 
voice and his unas¬ 
suming confidence 
come as both a relief 
and an exhilarating 
rush. 

I’m listening to the 
Met broadcast of Janacek’s 
Kdt’a Ka- 

". banova as 

I write, 
and am 
struck as always at the Czech mas¬ 
ter’s genius at conjuring an entire 
sonic universe, an artistic space all 
its own, in the space of a few mea¬ 
sures. In all of his compositions to 
date, but particularly in his two- 
act opera, Ades does the same: he 
creates, from the music’s first ges¬ 
tures, a richly imagined world 
complete unto itself yet full of 
boundless possibilities. His music 
is in the best sense uncategoriz- 
able. The smaller works on his 
two “Debut” CDs from EMI, “Life 
Story” and “Living Toys,” are 
strongly individual and highly 
differentiated, but what they share 
is an unmistakable sense of char¬ 
acter and purpose. The New York¬ 
er’s Alex Ross said it best: “What 
Ades’ music often does is hit you 
between the eyes.” 

It’s not easy music, but it’s not 
difficult, either, because, unlike so 
many of his composer colleagues 
today, Ades has done the work. All 
that’s asked of the listener is con¬ 
scious surrender, and at least in 
the case of Powder Her Face, that’s 
not a bit difficult. The opera, 
which had its premiere in 1995 at 
Britain’s Cheltenham Festival, 
went on to five performances at 
London’s pioneering Almeida 
Opera (from which the recording 
was taken), had an early concert 
performance by the Berkeley 
Symphony under the enterprising 
Kent Nagano a couple of seasons 
back, and by now has been heard 
from Adelaide to Helsinki, most 
recently in a four-performance 
run at BAM last month. EMI’s 
brilliant recording, conducted by 
Ades (who’s also a powerhouse pi¬ 
anist), preserves the piece in peak 


form and virtu¬ 
ally guarantees 
its wide dissem¬ 
ination. 

Ades found 
an ideal collab¬ 
orator in libret¬ 
tist Hensher, a 
“maverick” gay 
novelist and critic who, Ross re¬ 
ports, was fired from the House of 
Commons “for speaking too 
frankly about homosexuality in 
the lower chamber.” Their opera 
traces, in flashbacks, the fall from 
grace of the beautiful young 
British socialite Margaret Whigh- 
am, who became the Duchess of 
Argyll and was divorced by the 
Duke in a 1963 trial that eclipsed 
even Monicagate in its sensation¬ 
alism, if not its scope. The 
blowjob at the center of the scan¬ 
dal — photographed, as in the 
opera — first implicated, then ex¬ 
onerated, a Cabinet “member” 
but brought ruin to the Duchess, 
who was denounced in a 65,000- 
word judicial opinion. It’s reduced 
to a mere 18 pages of Ades’ score 
— and a remarkable bit of writ¬ 
ing from Hensher, who has the 
judge reprove “sexual practices ... 
seldom found north of Mar¬ 
rakesh.” 

With a remarkable economy of 
means — the opera’s eight scenes 
and “Ghost Epilogue” are per¬ 
formed by an orchestra of 15; four 
singers, three of them taking mul¬ 
tiple roles and Jill Gomez equally 
stunning and touching as the 
Duchess — Powder Her Face 
traces the fate of this “half-comic, 
half-tragic figure,” (Ross again) “a 
nit-wit outlaw.” There are musical 
allusions to a broad range of other 
operas, and other composers’ 
music, and the spirit of Berg’s 
Lulu informs the piece through¬ 
out. But the music, which takes 
both the singers and the instru¬ 
mentalists into extreme — but al¬ 
ways dramatically apt — areas of 
extended technique, is distinctive¬ 
ly Ades, strong, individual and ul¬ 
timately transfixing. 

The presence of tango accor¬ 
dion in the scenes that frame the 
two-act opera have contributed to 
its reception as a “cabaret opera,” 
but it’s bigger, more imposing and 
in the end more important than 
that moniker suggests. The opera 
closes with the salient Blakean 
aphorism “Enough — or too 
much!” That puts it solidly in the 
company of Wagner’s Tannhduser, 
no less — which turns out to be a 
place where Powder can show it 
face, however sullied, with pride. ▼

Boy George and Culture Club in concert in SF

H t was all very heartwarming 
./ and cheesy. Shall we call it 

well-aged cheese? 

The reemergence of Boy 
George and Culture Club on their 
reunion tour (they played last Fri¬ 
day, January 8, at the Bill Graham 
Civic Auditorium) brought re¬ 
minders of some very crazy days 
in the Castro in the early ’80s. 
Then dozens of us young men 
would pack into The Midnight 
Sun, gazing up at the big video 
screens, getting our first awed 
glimpses of the gender-bent 
British pop phenomenon whose 
bouncy songs and drag-queen es¬ 
thetic were sweeping the Western 
world. 

Some of us reveled in Boy 
George’s femme, androgynous 
persona, amazed at and delighted 
with his brashness, his ground¬ 
breaking role in putting across the 
image of a drag queen who didn’t 
merely lip-synch, but had actual 
singing and composing talent. Be¬ 
sides, as an international celebrity, 
he had clout , and the more of that 
we had in the gay community, the 
more we were liberated to pursue 
our individual dreams and de¬ 
sires. 

So grateful were we for any 
outspoken gay music celebrity, we 
embraced Boy George madly, ig¬ 
noring the fact that Culture Club’s

pop music was pure sugar, no 
matter if it pretended to address 
“issues,” or occasionally asked 
some melodramatic question like, 
“Do you really want to hurt me?” 
The cheese factor was big, but we 
were okay with that. Boy George 
was no Bowie, but in terms of 
sheer glamour, he trumped Ziggie 


Stardust. Only Madonna would 
succeed in topping him. 

As Boy George belted out 
“Karma Chameleon” in the 1983 
video, all the men in the bar 
would nearly swoon, some with 
admiration, but many with em¬ 
barrassment. After all, the Castro 
clone look hadn’t yet disappeared, 


and for many gay men, butch was 
still better. 

But if George’s effeminacy 
troubled some, it delighted a huge 
segment of the gay male commu¬ 
nity, including those who wanted 
to question and even undermine 
gender roles and traditional no¬

1 enee Fleming is the Christo- 
!§:|f pher Atkins of the classical 

% music world. 

At her Bay Area recital debut 
last Saturday night at Zellerbach 
Hall, Fleming once again freely 
demonstrated the lavishness of 
her vocal gifts. Not only does she 
have one of the most plush, rav- 
ishingly beautiful soprano voices 
before the public today, she seems 
to be able to do anything she 
wants with it. She can sing loudly 
or softly without changing the 
basic timbre of her instrument, 
which remains astonishingly even 
from top to bottom. But she can 
also vary the sound to reflect the 
different emotional hues of her 
songs. She could probably sing a 
classic legato line for days if she 
wanted to. She knows how to use 
portamento to underline a phrase 
in just the right way. She has done 
her homework well: Saturday 
night it was obvious she could 
give a class on the differences in 
style between Schubert’s songs 
and those of Debussy, Wolf, and 
Glinka, then effortlessly tap-dance 
her way into a discussion of how 
Barber, Gershwin and Ellington 
differed from the 19th-century 
lieder tradition. 

Her stage deportment, too, was 
a model to which many of her col¬ 
leagues could aspire. I believe that 
she believed 100 percent in what 
she was doing. Her whole body 
reflected the songs she sang. The 
way she stood, the way her face 
mirrored the drama of the song, 
were never too much, but always 
gave ample evidence that she felt

she was one with her material, 
deeply moved by its emotions. 

The only problem was that she 
was unable to make me feel those 
same emotions. So in the end, 
Fleming’s recital was to the True 
Art of Singing what watching 
Christopher Atkins swim nude in 
The Blue Lagoon is to having a 
sexual relationship, an ultimately 
frustrating exercise in voyeurism. 
The capacity audience seemed to 
love everything about the 
evening, however, applauding 
after every song until Fleming, 
oozing charm, asked us to please 
hold our applause until the end of 
a group (“It aids in concentration, 
and we need all the help we can 
get”). At concert’s end, the audi¬ 
ence gave her a standing ovation. 

Best and worst 

In many ways Fleming typifies 
both the best and the worst of 
most American singers on the in¬ 
ternational operatic and recital 
circuit today — well-schooled, 
versatile, meticulous, but usually 
soulless. The program she put to¬ 
gether was an extremely intelli¬ 
gent one: songs by Schubert, Glin¬ 
ka (in German), Liszt, 
Mendelssohn, Wolf, Debussy, Bar¬ 
ber and Strauss. In the first half of 
the program, the texts of the 
songs were often shared by two 
different composers, allowing the 
audience to hear how Glinka’s set¬ 
ting of Goethe’s “Gretchen am 
Spinnrade” differed from Schu¬ 
bert’s much more familiar setting 
of the same words, or how Liszt 
and Wolf responded to Goethe’s 
“Kennst du das Land.” 

The problem is that (to cite 
only one example) Hugo Wolf’s 


“Mignon Lieder,” which closed 
the first half of Flemings recital, 
should leave an audience so emo¬ 
tionally devastated that it can 
hardly move (as Barbara Bonney 
demonstrated at her Herbst 
recital last March). Fleming’s ren¬ 
dition would have fit perfectly 
into a 1950s television show with¬ 
out causing the slightest stir to the 
Middle American audience. It was 
well-prepared, beautifully vocal¬ 
ized, and utterly homogenized. 
There were no surprises, no emo¬ 
tional jolts. It did not take us on 
an emotional voyage which might 
change our lives. Instead, it 
soothed us in a way appropriate to 
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Soprano Renee Fleming

A Tibetan Mandala of Compassion 


Mandala 


I have never been to Tibet, but I did venture near once on a trip 
to India. There* high in the Himalayas, in a place called Ladakh, 
— deemed "Little Tibet” by the tourist brochures — the Tibetan 
way of life still persists (albeit in exile) much as it always had in that 
high, remote region — before the Chinese government sent in its 
shock troops to claim the land and its people, sack the temples, and 
rip apart the Buddhist way of life. 

I came away from my visit to the temples, the monasteries, and 
the villages with a deep appreciation for Tibetan culture and art, 
and a profound sadness over the willful destruction of those trea¬ 
sures by hostile forces. 

So it is I want to bring to your attention an event starting this 
week over at the Headlands Center for the Arts, just across the 
bridge in the Golden Gate National Recreation Area. 

There, from Sunday, January 17 to Sunday, January 31, a dele¬ 
gation of Segyu monks of the Gelug order of Tibetan Buddhism 
will engage in the creation and dissolution of a traditional Tibetan 
Mandala of Compassion. The brilliant sand mandala will be on 
view in conjunction with an exhibit of Tibetan sacred art, includ¬ 
ing butter sculpture (1 don’t know if they’re using yak butter, but 
they should), and demonstrations of the art of thangka painting. 

All proceeds from the exhibit will benefit The Monastery Pro¬ 
ject, a campaign to fund the construction of a new monastery near 
Katmandu for monks of the Segyu Tibetan lineage, now living in 
exile in Nepal. 

Sand painting is a unique form of Tibetan Buddhist art (as well as 
Native American art) in which sacred images and miniature symbols 
are wrought grain by grain in brilliant shades of colored sand. Ac¬ 
cording to tradition, simply viewing a mandala helps guide the ob¬ 
server toward enlightenment. In accordance with tradition, the cre¬ 
ation of the mandala culminates in a ritual dissolution ceremony. ▼ 

The public can observe the creation of the sand mandala in 
progress, and view the art exhibit, from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
seven days a week, through January 31, at Headlands Center 
for the Art's Fort Barry campus, building 945, in the heart of 
the Marin Headlands. A $10 donation is requested ($15 on the 
day of the dissolution ceremony).

A Comedy About 
Prostitution in Hollywood 
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R.E.M. 


by Mark Mardon 


I ' , .E.M. sound down on Up, 
the venerable bands latest 
11 release, the first without 
drummer Bill Berry, who was 
worn out and ready to retire to 
farm life after a long and hugely 
successful career. Perhaps when 
remaining band members Peter 
Buck, Mike Mills, and Michael 
Stipe were writing and recording 
Up, they had a bad case of Sea¬ 
sonal Affective Disorder (SAD) — 
too little light in their lives. What¬ 
ever the cause, tremendous 
melancholy infuses Up. Stipe’s al¬ 
ways plaintive voice registers 
more soulfully and dispiritedly 
than ever, affording little respite 
for listeners from the album’s 
weighty mood. 

To echo a phrase from 
“Daysleeper,” Up's first big single, 
the album is colored headache 
gray. It’s what you’d listen to when 
you’re hunkered in bed with the 
blahs, when it’s drizzly outside 
and the world is looking bleak. 
You can listen all the way through 
without any single track assuming 
a different character and jerking 
you out of your reverie. 

True, some of the songs have 
bounce. “Lotus,” for instance, fol¬ 
lowing upon a dirge-like opening 
track, has that old R.E.M. groovy 
feel to it. Yet the album’s consis¬ 
tent tone — an unbroken blue — 
is also its immense strength. 
Berry’s absence didn’t hurt the 
band. Indeed, it may have helped. 
On Up, form and substance take 
precedence over showmanship, 
novelty, or muscle. Gone is the 
stripped-down, raucous “keep 
grunge alive” rock that impreg¬ 
nated both of R.E.M.’s most re¬ 
cent albums, New Adventures in 
Hi-Fi (1996), and the earlier, even 
grungier Monster (1994). The two 
are best regarded as museum 
pieces, archival recordings 
demonstrating the shock and psy¬ 
chic disarray that ripped through 
the rock world in the wake of Kurt 
Cobain’s suicide, illustrated by 
R.E.M.’s desperate groping to find 
their footing in a post-grunge 
world. Grunge rock died the day 
Cobain did, and not even alt-rock 
torchbearers R.E.M. could keep its 
flame burning. 

But the world, in a daze, 
looked most closely to R.E.M. for 
comfort. The masses expected — 
even demanded — nothing less 
than a tribute to Cobain from 
R.E.M. Only the boys in the band 
from Athens, Georgia were 
deemed worthy of carrying for¬ 
ward the Cobain legacy (certainly 
the execrable Pearl Jam couldn’t 
do it; Neil Young suddenly be¬ 
came a fossil again; and Courtney 
Love, rightly or wrongly, was seen 
by many to be not Cobain’s musi¬ 
cal successor,L>ut the person who 
crushed him and killed the 
dream). So the burden sat heavily 
on R.E.M.’s shoulders and, game¬ 
ly, they hefted it as best they 
could. In Monster and New Ad¬ 
ventures, R.E.M. were crying, then 
getting angry, then trying to move 
on, like everyone else. But they 
were spinning their wheels, slid¬ 
ing sideways and back, trying to 
appease the kids in the concert 
venues rather than fine-tuning 
their art. 

True, both of those albums ex¬ 
hibited huge strengths. Gorgeous, 
innovative songs appeared on 
them. By any measure, they rank 
among the most important rock 
recordings of the 1990s. Yet each 
was artistically uneven and prob¬ 
lematic, leaving R.E.M.’s promise 



’s down 

unfulfilled. 

Joy rides 

Only now, with Up, have 
R.E.M. produced a worthy succes¬ 
sor to the phenomenal Automatic 
for the People (1992) and Out of 
Time (1991). Those albums con¬ 
firmed R.E.M.’s reputation as one 
of the great bands of all time. 
Both are suffused with joy, with a 
crazy, funny, lively spirit that 
comes bounding out of the speak¬ 
ers, not so much rocking people’s 
worlds as tugging at them playful¬ 
ly and pulling them along for a 
sprint along the beach, arms 
twirling, heads thrown back and 
laughing, everyone madly in love. 
Some of the songs paused to be¬ 
come intimate, to embrace the lis¬ 
tener and whisper sweetly in an 
ear. 

In this respect, both albums 
veered dangerously close to be¬ 
coming smarmy, of being too sen¬ 
timental or upbeat. Fans of dirge 
rock didn’t dare come close. Yet 
what R.E.M. accomplished, with¬ 
out bowing to the whims of pub¬ 
lic opinion, was to craft powerful 



anthems for the caring, loving 
segment of the Pepsi generation. 
The songs succeeded in large part 
because of Stipe’s distinctive vocal 
stylings. His sweet, thin, quaver¬ 
ing, voice, breaking and stutter¬ 
ing, endeared him to fans, while 
causing critics to cringe. What 
came across, though, was Stipe’s 
passion, and his compassion. 

What comes across with Up is 
maturity. Older and wiser, at last 
able to relax, no longer needing to 
prove they’re hip, not so blatantly 
playing to the youth market, 
R.E.M. have gotten serious and 
focused. 

Stipe’s voice, while as reedy as 
ever, has never been in finer form, 
both when it’s soft and seductive 
and when it’s thrillingly belted 
out, soaring through bouncy yet 
melancholy melodies. Stipe’s 
phrasings, among the most dis¬ 
tinctive in all pop music, are im¬ 
peccable. 

Then there’s the matter of the 
lyrics, as enigmatic as ever. How 
odd that one of the happiest songs 
on Up, “At My Most Beautiful,” 
with the refrain “I’ve found a way 


to make you 
smile,” 
sounds infi¬ 
nitely sad. 

Stipe is said 
to write not 
autobio¬ 
graphically, 
but from a 
distant, 
third per¬ 
son point of 
view, so we 
can’t take it 
for granted 
this is Stipe 
singing of himself. But 
something made him cast the 
song as a poignant lament, as 
though making someone smile 
made him cry. 

And once again, as on Auto¬ 
matic for the People’s extraordi¬ 
nary “Everybody Hurts,” Up of¬ 
fers one song that taps directly 
into archetypal emotions. On 
“The Apologist,” Stipe repeats the 
phrase “I’m sorry” again and 
again as a sort of mantra, and 
thanks someone “for being there 
for me,” and “for listening.” 


They’re words everyone has ut¬ 
tered and apparently needs to 
utter. Of course they’re cliche and 
dripping with pathos. And yet, to 
hear the utterance again and again 
is to reflect on how often we feel 
compelled to apologize, and how 
pathetic we can become doing so. 
Somehow, though, it’s nice hear¬ 
ing the words from Stipe. They 
take us out of ourselves, and cause 
us to reflect on the human condi¬ 
tion. What more can a song hope 
to do? T

U ’ll never forget the first time I 

ever saw The Robin Byrd Show. 

A friend of mine who lived in 
New York had sent me a video¬ 
tape that showed the infamous 
Rob Lowe sex video, which was 
being broadcast regularly on an 
adult cable station in Manhattan. 
In addition to the Lowe video, 
she included a whole evening’s 
worth of broadcasting, which in¬ 
cluded Robin Byrd’s talk show, 
on which she interviewed strip¬ 
pers and the occasional celebrity 
(such as Sandra Bernhard). In 
addition to being interviewed, 
the strippers (and occasionally 
the celebrity guest) would also do 
a strip. 

With the release of Lie back 
and get comfortable: Robin Byrd 
Presents Latin Songs To Make Love 
To (Ariola Dance/BMG U.S. 
Latin), I feel more informed of 
Ms. Byrd’s latest activities. A 
pleasant ten-track disc of “ro¬ 
mantic” Latin love songs, the 
album is particularly notable for

The various artists disc Porn To 
Rock (Callner) is another story al¬ 
together.

tions of masculinity. Boy George 
did it with a vengeance, flaunting 
his queerness while remaining de¬ 
mure about his sexual orienta¬ 
tion, even going so far as to deny 
he had any sexual feelings at all. 

Clearly George was deter¬ 
mined to be a star, not just to 
other drag queens, but to every¬ 
one. To encompass as many audi¬ 
ences as possible (i.e., be as com¬ 
mercial as possible), he had to 
evade ^he question of his sexuali¬ 
ty, even while shoving his queer 
image in the millions of faces 
glued to MTV. 

Sway together 

I’d forgotten, or maybe never 
quite realized, that Boy George 
was a huge hit not just in the gay 
community, but in the world of 
pop music lovers at large. That’s 
why I was initially surprised at last 
Friday’s concert by the make-up 
of the audience. It appeared that 
many if not most of the audience 
were straight, clean-cut, thir¬ 
tysomething couples, many of 
whom held tight to each other 
and swayed (but didn’t dance) to 
Culture Club’s run-through of old 
hits and one or two new songs. 

But of course there were many 
gay people in the audience, and 
maybe I’m biased, but I think Cul¬ 
ture Club’s nostalgia trip held the 
most significance for us. As my 
friend Garrin said of the concert, 
after we’d finally found a place in 
that airplane hangar of a hall 
(high up in the balcony, about a 
mile across from the stage) where 
the sound was halfway decent : 
“This is one enormous display of 
gay pride.” 

We were proud because “one of 
our own” had regrouped after a 
painful and protracted falling out 
that involved addiction, a gay love 
affair gone sour, and mediocre 
recordings. By 1996, the band’s 
reign was over, its star faded, its 
fans disappointed and dropping 
out. But Culture Club’s founders 
pulled themselves together, if not 
to go onto a new career, then at 
least to relive the old one. 


We were proud because the 
band, which until its June 1998 
gig for VH1 ’s “Storytellers” hadn’t 
played together in 13 years, 
sounded as crisp and clear as ever, 
if anything more jazzy, uptempo, 
and with a fuller sound. Boy 
George’s vocals were as good as 
gold. Okay, maybe a bit tarnished 
with age; maybe no.t with that 
same cute, innocent, seductive¬ 
ness of old; maybe straining a bit 
for the high notes; but it held 
something better: the husky, 
boozy, come-hither-all appeal of a 
dignified and gracefully aging 
madam winking, smirking, shak¬ 
ing her hips slightly, crooking an 
index finger, and inviting nervous 
guests into her drawing room. 

We were proud because at the 
end of the show, Boy George 
grabbed the microphone and 
shouted — screamed, in fact: “You 
San Franciscans are a bunch of 
freaks!” We knew he meant us, 
and felt lavished with affection. 

We were proud because we’d 
all come through so much since 
Culture Club’s demise, and were 
delighted to see their rebirth. We’d 
survived AIDS, ACT UP, horren¬ 
dous presidents, worse Congress¬ 
es, bloated, unresponsive non¬ 
profit organizations, an earth¬ 
quake, Michael Jackson, and the 
birth and death of grunge rock. 
And here we still were, hearing 
those oT feel-good sounds once 
again. We’re older now, and us old 
folks do like our classics. 

We were proud because here’s 
a drag queen who knows how to 
work it big time, with fancy light¬ 
ing, plenty of smoky effects, much 
sashaying around the stage and 
quipping, and a tight (not drunk¬ 
en) crew of musicians, including 
original band members Roy Hay 
(guitar, keyboards, backing vo¬ 
cals), Mikey Craig (bass), and Jon 
Moss (drums). 

We were proud because our 
Boy put on a big, flashy show, 
filled with glitter, a towering tiara, 
fabulous feather boas, and a 
rather matronly if suitably royal 
garb. 

After it was all over and done, I 
felt satisfied. I’d had my cake the first 
time around, and this second help¬ 
ing seemed only slightly stale. T

a Lexus commercial. 

The only time Fleming got to 
me emotionally was during her 
three English-language encores. 
“Summertime,” though hardly the 
lullaby Gershwin intended, was 
riveting. Local composer Jake 
Heggie’s haunting setting of Emily 
Dickinson’s “I Shall Not Live In 
-Vain” was compelling in its hon¬ 
esty and simplicity. And Fleming’s 
rendition of Duke Ellington’s “It 
Don’t Mean a Thing if It Ain’t Got 
that Swing” was an example of a 
singer being so one with her ma¬ 
terial that she seemed utterly 
spontaneous with it. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, the last encore, Rusulka’s “Song

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The irreversible decline 
of Bret Easton Ellis

Glamorama by Bret Easton Ellis; 
Knopf, $25 

t ueerish iconographer of the 
slacker generation Bret Eas¬ 
ton Ellis appears on Out 
magazine’s Top 100 queers list for 
this year. If anyone sentient need¬ 
ed proof Out has deteriorated to 
nothing more than a Vanity Fair 
wannabe and that post-gay is just 
another euphemism for self- 
loathing queer, this tidbit should 
formalize things nicely. Ellis’ new 
novel, Glamorama, is as anti-gay 
as his previous book, American 
Psycho, was anti-woman. 

Since that highly controversial, 
hideously violent and truly nau¬ 
seating foray into sociopathology 
which drew fatwahs from femi¬ 
nists and mindless support from 
literary bleeding hearts, Ellis’ lit¬ 
erary star has waned considerably 


(except at Out). Unless portents 
about the death of print culture 
are true, it seems unlikely that 
Glamorama will do much to alter 
that course. Like earlier Ellis 
works, Glamorama was written 
under the influence, according to 
published accounts; this time 
Ellis’ muse of choice was heroin. 
Unfortunately, no such palliative 
comes with Glamorama to miti¬ 
gate the pain of reading it. 

Ellis is a firm believer in the lit¬ 
erary diktat write what you know. 
This mantra worked so success¬ 
fully that his first novel, Less Than 
Zero, written in 1983 while he was 
a 19-year-old student at the elite 
Bennington College, received sig¬ 
nificant critical attention. Less de¬ 
tailed the lives of disaffected white 
L.A. youths with too much 
money, too much access to drugs, 
and too little motivation to do 
much but spend and snort. When 
Less debuted, friends grumbled 
Ellis’ depictions were so effective¬ 



ly drawn because he had taken the 
editorial theorem to heart: Not 
only did he write what he knew, 
he wrote whom he knew. 

Two novels and one short fic¬ 
tion collection later, “write what 
you know” pigeonholes Ellis as the 
cataloguer of the disaffected — 
first of ’80s youth, now of ’90s 
slackers. Glamorama continues 
the trend, depicting in excruciat¬ 
ingly specific detail the lives of a 
coterie of models, celebrities, club 
kids, chic queers, and other New 
York glitterati led by 27-year-old 
male model, would-be club 
owner, pansexual “It Boy” Victor 
Ward (nee Johnson, scion of a 
wealthy Washington politician) as 
they make their way from one 
vanilla hazelnut decaf latte Down¬ 
town to another killer super-iced 
martini Uptown on a chilly fash¬ 
ion runway laced with Xanax, 
Klonopin, Prozac, endless name- 
dropping, excessive overspending, 
and continual trendspotting. But

a cautionary tale, Glamorama ex¬ 
plores how an amoral center can¬ 
not hold. Victor literally loses his 
way as his identity dissolves (his 
agent doesn’t know who he is, 
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infected pregnant women who were administered a single oral dose of 100 or 200 mg VIRAMUNE® at a 
median of 5.8 hours before delivery, indicate that nevirapine readily crosses the placenta and is found 
in breast milk. Consistent with the recommendation by the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking 
postnatal transmission of HIV, mothers should discontinue nursing if they are receiving VIRAMUNE®.

ADVERSE REACTIONS: The most frequently reported adverse events related to VIRAMUNE® therapy were 
rash, fever, nausea, headache, and abnormal liver function tests. 

The major clinical toxicity of VIRAMUNE® is rash, with VIRAMUNP-attributable rash occurring in 17% of 
patients in combination regimens in Phase ll/lll controlled studies. Thirly-seven percent of patients treated 
with VIRAMUNP experienced rash compared with 20% of patients treated in control groups of either 
ZDV+ddl or ZDV alone (Table 1). Severe or life-threatening rash occurred in 7,6% of VIRAMUNE®-treated 
patients compared with 1.2% of patients treated in the control groups. 

Rashes are usually mild to moderate, maculopapular erythematous cutaneous eruptions, with or without 
pruritus, located on the trunk, face and extremities. The majority of severe rashes occurred within the 
first 28 days of treatment: 25% of the patients with severe rashes required hospitalization: and one 
patient required surgical intervention. All patients recovered. Overall, 7% of patients discontinued 
VIRAMUNP due to rash.

Drug Interactions: Although clinical studies have not been conducted, induction of CYP3A by nevirapine 
may result in lower plasma concentrations of other concomitantly administered drugs that are extensively 
metabolized by CYP3A. (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY) Thus, if a patient has been stabilized on a 
dosage regimen for a drug metabolized by CYP3A, and begins treatment with VIRAMUNP, dose adjust¬ 
ments may be necessary 

Rifampin/Rifabutin: There are insufficient data to assess whether dose adjustments are necessary when 
nevirapine and rifampin or rifabutin are coadministered. Therefore, these drugs should only be used in 
combination if clearly indicated and with careful monitoring. 

Protease Inhibitors: Nevirapine may decrease plasma concentrations of protease inhibitors. Therefore, 
until clinical data are available that evaluate the need for dose adjustments, these drugs should not be 
administered concomitantly with VIRAMUNE* 

Oral Contraceptives: There are no clinical data on the effects of nevirapine on the pharmacokinetics of oral 
contraceptives. Nevirapine may decrease plasma concentrations of oral contraceptives (also other hormonal

Patients should be instructed that the major toxicity of VIRAMUNE* is rash and should be advised to 
promptly notify their physician of any rash. The majority of rashes associated with VIRAMUNE" occur with¬ 
in the first 6 weeks of initiation of therapy. Therefore, patients should be monitored carefully for the appear¬ 
ance of rash during this period. Patients should be instructed that dose escalation is not to occur if any rash 
occurs during the two-week lead-in dosing period, until the rash resolves. Any patient experiencing severe 
rash or a rash accompanied by constitutional symptoms such as fever, blistering, oral lesions, coniunctivitis, 
swelling, muscle or joint aches, or general malaise should discontinue medication and consult a physician. 
Patients should be informed to take VIRAMUNP every day as prescribed. Patients should not alter the 
dose without consulting their doctor. If a dose is missed, patients should take the next dose as soon as 
possible. However, if a dose is skipped, the patient should not double the next dose. 

VIRAMUNE* may interact with some drugs; therefore, patients should be advised to report to their doctor 
the use of any other medications. 

Patients should be instructed that oral contraceptives and other hormonal methods of birth control 
should not be used as a method of contraception in women taking VIRAMUNE®. 

Carcinogenesis. Mutagenesis, Impairment ot Fertility: Long-term carcinogenicity studies of nevirapine 
in animals are currently in progress. In genetic toxicology assays, nevirapine showed no evidence of 
_ ic or clastogenic activity in a battery of in vitro and in vivo assays including microbial assays for 
_ i mutation (Ames: Salmonella strains and E. coll), mammalian cell gene mutation assays 
(CHQ/HGPRT), cytogenetic assays using a Chinese hamster ovary cell line and a mouse bone marrow 
micronucieus assay following oral administration. In reproductive toxicology studies, evidence of impaired 
fertility was seen in female rats at doses providing systemic exposure, based on AUC, approximately 
equivalent to that provided with the recommended clinical dose of VIRAMUNP. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C: No observable teratogenicity was detected in reproductive studies 
performed in pregnant rats and rabbits. In rats, a significant decrease in fetal body weight occurred at 
doses providing systemic exposure approximately 50% higher, based on AUC, than that seen at the rec¬ 
ommended human clinical dose.

His reality shifts 
and careens from navigating the 
pseudo-perils of the bitchy and 
back-biting to surviving interna¬ 
tional terrorism.

As myriad characters in Glam¬ 
orama might say: Duh! 

Readers who don’t spend their 
days flipping through WWD, In¬ 
terview and Details, don’t hang on 
Liz Smith’s or Cindy Adams’s 
every caustic blind item, don’t live 
in Manhattan, don’t follow the ca¬ 
reers of Vivienne Tam and Isaac 
Mizrahi, never crave baby shrimp 
tempura, or never touched heroin 
(Ellis’s own declared habit meant 
this book took eight years to pen) 
may find themselves at sea amidst 
names that have no resonance — 
especially in chapters that merely 
reiterate such names page after 
page. 

Queers will (and should) find 
Victor’s constant negative and/or 
dismissive references to the “mos” 
(short for homos) really irritating 
in a book largely focused on a tres 
queer milieu from the vantage 
point of a man constantly being 
mistaken for queer (art imitating 
life once again). Literates will find 
the cutesy touches (the chapters 
run backwards through all but the 
final section of the book—you 
know, to mirror Victor’s down¬ 
ward spiral) equally annoying. 

Lurid sex and grisly violence 
provide dejik vu for readers of 
American Psycho (the psycho of 
the title, Patrick Bateman, makes 
an appearance with some “weird 
stains” on his Armani suit). Read¬ 
ers of Ellis’ straight literary dop- 
pelganger Jay Mclnerney ( Bright 
Lights, Big City) will recognize the 
character of Alison Poole ( Story of 
My Life), here lifted to play 
Lewinsky (with less body fat, far 
better clothes, and much more 
clout) and to set some unpleasant 
plot devices in motion. 

Ultimately, Glamorama, like 
the world it depicts, bores. Nei¬ 
ther classic Chanel nor the nou- 
velle chic designer du jour, Glam¬ 
orama hasn’t the staying power of 
Less or the shock value of Psycho. 
It merely, as Marianne Faithfull 
would say, is a brain drain, goes 
on and on like a bloodstain. 

The ennui is deafening. As Vic¬ 
tor would note: Spare me. ▼

Felice Picano is one of our 
very best writers, and the idea 
that one of his novels can’t find 
an American publisher (he’s been 
told the book is “too smart”) is 
disgraceful. Fortunately, Little, 
Brown in London found it 
worthwhile; The Book of Lies is 
funny, dark, sexy, shocking, and 
yes, smart. Set in the near future 
(“four decades after Stonewall”), 
the novel tells of a young scholar 
trying to make his academic 
bones on the literary bodies of 
the gay writers of the Purple Cir¬ 
cle (the fact that Picano was one 
of the founders of the Violet 
Quill has, I’m sure, no relation to 
the Purple Circle). Picano skew¬ 
ers the pedagogically pretentious 
with ease and wit. His futuristic 
observations are entertaining 
and remarkably prescient — 


Easy Peasy is also a childhood 
narrative, but much darker than 
Crocodile Soup. This novel has a 
hero of the happens-to-be-a-les- 
bian category, and the focus is on 
childhood trauma as it related to 
a young girl whose father was a 
prisoner of war in a Japanese 
prison camp during World War 
II. Griselda is unable to sleep in a 
dark room, owing to her father’s 
terrified screams that pierced 
that night all through her child¬ 
hood. When her father dies, a 
suicide, she is compelled to face 
her own childhood cruelties and

the ways in which her father’s 
torment damaged her. The writ¬ 
ing is good, the story compelling. 
Lesley Glaister is a skillful writer 
who is able to capture a charac¬ 
ter or a moment with grace and 
occasional eloquence. She is es¬ 
pecially accomplished at reveal¬ 
ing the secret world of children. 
Griselda’s journey to her past and 
to herself is touching, funny, 
heart-breaking. 

We get Val McDermid’s nov¬ 
els when they are picked up by 
Spinsters Ink, and that usually 
happens years after their British 
publications. Her 4th and 5th 
Lindsay Gordon mysteries are 
exceptional — the mysteries 
tricky, the characters richly 
drawn. Her former journalist, 
now academic, hero is smart and 
a smart-ass; my idea of a fabu¬ 
lous combination. Union Jack in¬ 
cludes fascinating behind-the- 
scenes details of a union conven¬ 
tion; McDermid captures the 
sheer boredom of those gather¬ 
ings with wit and style. Booked 
for Murder is a terrifying tale in 
which life imitates art in a par¬ 
ticularly grisly fashion when a 
bestselling writer is murdered 
using the method she used in her 
current, unpublished novel. 
Both novels are suspenseful, en¬ 
tertaining, and fun.

i H s' he very best reason to go on 
a trip to London, of course,

it to the US. Not far from Silver 
Moon is Gay’s The Word, the 
only gay and lesbian bookstore in 
London, also loaded with books 
that haven’t made it across the 
pond.

Poster family 

Crocodile Soup tells the story 
of a family that could serve on 
the recruiting poster for dysfunc¬ 
tion. Gert is a lesbian who cata¬ 
logues archeological artifacts and 
thinks she may have found her 
one and only. She discusses the 
possibility telepathically with her 
twin who was institutionalized, 
but not soon enough. Her child¬ 
hood was marked by having to 
sleep in an attic haunted by a 
Victorian poet, and by the 
bizarre disappearance of her fa¬ 
ther and her father’s mistress. 
Julia Darling writes with craft 
and poignancy, as when her hero 
laments being named Gertrude. 
Certain that she was born beauti¬ 
ful, she is equally sure that her 
body changed to correspond to 
that name: “I grew into my name 
unwillingly, and I often wonder 
what would happen if they had 
called me Emily or Lucretia, or 
some other name with an aura of 
dignity. Because of my name my 
legs are now short and my hair is 
heavy and flat.” Crocodile Soup is 
entertaining, funny, and a real 
keeper.
